Plan Unit To 
Eye Housing

Housing for the elderly and an Old 


Town Schaumburg area are on the 
agenda for the Schaumburg Plan Com- 
mission, Chairman Ray McArthur an- 
nounced Tuesday. 


Mayor Robert 0. Atcher asked the 


commission to develop plans for the two 
projects, McArthur said. 


The idea for Schaumburg to develop 


some sort of elderly housing originated 
with the Northeastern Illinois Plan Com- 
mission, McArthur said. The Herald, he 
said, has also carried articles on the sub- 
ject. 


THE COMMISSION'S job is to consider 


how to go about planning for the housing. 
"We can call in planners or do it our- 
selves," McArthur said. 


Some sort of preparation, he said, is 


long overdue. The commission may con- 
sider special zoning allowing such hous- 
ing or possibly low-cost construction. A 
nursing home is another possibility, he 
said. 


"We may prepare for the housing in 


the zoning and subdivision ordinance," 
McArthur said. 


Old Town Schaumburg is the name 


Mayor Atcher has suggested for the area 
surrounding the Intersection of Roselle 
and Schaumburg roads. The mayor 
asked the commission to develop a plan 
for 40 acres on each of the four corners 
of the intersection. 


The area would be rezoned into a yet 


unnamed special classification. This zon- 
ing class, McArthur said, would permit 
buildings not allowed elsewhere in the 
village. 


The buildings would maintain an "Old 


Town" look. Wood buildings would be 
preferred, McArthur said. Architecture 
would be controlled.

A- memo to the board from George 


Longmeyer indicated the owner of a 
home assessed at $10,000 valuation would 
save $12.45 per year by paying the tax 
rather than the service charge. 


The service charge works out to a total 


of $22.20 over a year's time, which now 
will not be paid by the homeowner. In 
addition, said Longmeyer, the home- 
owner would be entitled to deduct $2.75 
from his income tax for 1973 for the pay- 
ment of the additional village tax. This 
would save the homeowner a total of 
$24.95 per year. 


BUT THE SAME homeowner would 


pay an additional $12.50 in village taxes, 
due to the increase. 


The net savings, subtracting the tax in- 


crease from the $24.95, would amount to 
$12.45, said Longmeyer. 


All other village tax rates will remain 


the same. 


The total village levy will be 91.16 


cents. However, the village tax is only 
less than 10 per cent of the total tax rate 
a homeowner pays. 


For example, in 1971, the last year for 


which total tax rates now are available, 
the village rate was .662 cents. The totaf 
tax rate, including levies by 14 other tax- 
ing bodies, was $8.462 per $100 assessed 
valuation. 


Because any of the other taxing bodies 


could change their rates also, the total 
levy for 1972 cannot yet be predicted.

All items submitted in the SEA nego- 


tiations package not approved by Sunday 
when the two teams are scheduled to 
meet will be declared at impasse. 


At that time the Cook County Educa- 


tion Service Region and Supt. Richard 
Martwick will be notified that Dist. 54 


teachers "welcome and accept Mart- 
wick's offer to help with salary and con- 
tract negotiations," said Hanson. 


"If no progress is made or settlement 


reached from Sunday to the following 
Wednesday, Sept. 13 teachers in the dis- 
trict will be asked to consider other 
courses of action," said Hanson. 


"A strike vote is one course of action 


we could take," he added. 


1 Until this week's action by the SEA ex- 
ecutive board, both the SEA team and, 
board of education negotiations teams 
were reporting "progress" in negotiation 
sessions held frequently this past month.

the IGE program at Muir School. 


Olson who begins his fifth year in the 


district as Muir principal said his main 
aim in meetings with parents before this 
term was to dispel the image that Muir 
is a carpeted fieldhouse. 


The building will welcome approxi- 


mately 300 students with bare floors. Bad 
weather delayed the construction of the 
facility but enabled workers to ready the 


building for student use. However cabi- 
network and carpeting will be installed 
later.

When parents heard Muir had no tradi- 


tibnal classrooms and students would be 
part of multi-unit classes instead of in 
self contained classes there was some 
question of just how "open" Muir would 
be, said the principal. 


MUIR IS A flexible space building that 


can be departmentalized by moving par- 
titions. Instead of classrooms the staff 
will set up environments. 


"Motivation is our prime factor and 


let's face it most schools do not use the 
environment to motivate learning," said 
Olson. 


At Muir primary grade students may 


cuddle into the arms of a giant Poo bear 
to read a story or plop down on bis stom- 
ach. "The important thing is that the stu- 
dent wants to read and if we can make 
him comfortable, why not?" said the 
principal. 


The building is acoustically balanced 


and learning areas can be departmenta- 
lized at will, said Olson'. The district's 
22nd building is a two-story design that 
will have space equivalent to a 12-room 
building. It is located at 1973 Kensington 
Ln., south of Hassell Road in Hoffman 
Estates. 


OLSON CALLS the IGE program a 


very human program that allows educa- 
tors to teach the individual ciiild not a 
group. Muir will group children in prima- 
ry 'level units that offer curriculum over 
a longer period than a single year in or- 
der to allow a child to advance without 
repeating content. 


Olson said teachers at Muir will take 


curriculum and break it down to the indi- 
vidual student. Children will be offered 
many different ways to achieve objec- 
tives and not the traditional single text- 
book approach. 


IGE is not a new system for Dist. 54, 


but Muir School is the first building de- 
signed specifically for its application. 
The principal stressed that Muir is not 
an experimental school and the IGE pro- 
gram has been used and approved in the 
district. 


"Perhaps the only real new thing 


about Muir is that besides the teachers 
the building itself will motivate students 
just by being a place that allows an open 
seeking mind," said Olson. 


Finishing touches to Muir should be 


completed this month. An 18-room addi- 
tion has been tentatively scheduled to be 
added by September, 1974. The only oth- 
er new facility in the district open this 
week is an eight-room flexible space ad- 
dition to the Hanover Highlands School in 
Hanover Park.

Roselle Road

Efforts to persuade the Illinois Tollway 


Commission to construct an interchange 
on the Northwest Tollway at Roselle 
Road were revived yesterday by officials 
from Hoffman Estates, Schaumburg and 
Harper College. 


A committee has been working to get 


the interchange at that location for near- 
ly two years. The group is composed of 
Schaumburg village engineer Joe Zgo- 
nlna; Richard Regan, Hoffman Estates 
plan commission chairman; and Dr. 
John Lucas of Harper College. 


The group examined preliminary sam- 


ples of a survey to be used for collecting 
data on how much traffic the proposed 
interchange would receive. 


Regan said it is important to convince 


tollway officials to act now in acquiring 
land for the interchange at Roselle Road. 
"We have to present them with con- 
vincing facts about the situation," Regan 
added. 


Zgonina agreed and said future devel- 


opment near the proposed interchange 
indicates a real need for the interchange. 


The group outlined an area bordered 


by 
Q u e n t i n-Freeman-Dundee 
and 


Schaumburg roads where most persons 
to be included in the survey will come 
from. They reasoned this area represents 
the potential users of the proposed inter- 
change, 


A questionnaire will be used to deter- 


mine how many motorists would use the 
tollway if the interchange were con- 
structed. 


Both Zgonina and Regan observed that

growth on both sides of the tollway

Park Board Pres. Tom Barber voiced 


concern over what can be done about 
flooding in the High Point area. Exten- 
sive development, including tennis courts 


are planned for that area. The park is at 
Glenlake and Hermitage roads. 


"WE DON'T WANT to spend $100,000 


for recreational fields there if they are 
going to be flooded all summer long." 


This year's heavy rains have caused 


increased flooding at the low-lying park 
site. 


Barber asked Howard Kessler, an ar- 


chitect with Kessler, Merci and Lochner; 
and John Mackie, a civil engineer associ- 
ated with the firm to examine the flood- 
ing problem and attempt to provide solu- 
tions before they plan any park facilities 
there. 


Kessler said the solutions for the prob- 


lem might be very costly. He estimated 
that dredging the lake to accept more.

Contractors for a well costing about

Flood Loss Payment May 
Come Within Two Weeks 


Officials of the federal Small Business 


Administration (SBA) told victims of the 
Aug. 25 flood at a disaster assistance 
meeting Tuesday in Elk Grove Village 
they may receive low-cost loans within 
two weeks after applying for the aid. 


Some 125 homeowners and business- 


men from the Elk Grove Village and 
Schaumburg areas attended the meeting 
at Grove Junior High School to find out 
who was eligible for the loans and how to 
apply for them. 


"Anyone who has suffered a loss or 


damage to property is eligible for the 
loans regardless of income or economic 
level." Freeman Christiansen, of the re- 
gional SBA office, said. 


He said the assistance is available to 


homeowners, 
including 
mobile 
home 


owners, churches and nonprofit organiza- 
tions as well as businessmen. 


Both Cook and DuPage counties were 


declared a disaster area last week by the 
SBA. 
qualifying persons who suffered 


losses from flooding for low-interest, 
long-term loans to restore or replace 
damaged property not covered by insur- 
ance. 


"The SBA loans are not like insurance, 


in that insurance pays only enough to re- 
place property in like condition before it 
was damaged," Christiansen said. "With 
the SBA loan, a person can get the 
amount of money required to replace the 
damaged property if it can't be repair- 
ed." 


Christiansen warned that upgrading 


property was not allowed, and the loan 
must be used to repair only flood dam- 


age. 


"DON'T LET ANY contractor sell you 


anything that will improve your prop- 
erty," he told the residents. "All we're 
allowed to do is put your house or busi- 
ness back to its condition before the 
flood." 


A homeowner may be eligible for loans 


up to $50,000 for damage to real estate 
and $10,000 to repair or replace house- 
hold goods and personal property. How- 
ever the total amount loaned to cover 
both real estate and personal property 
losses may not exceed $55,000. 


Disaster business loans may be as 


much as $500,000. The interest rate for 
the loans is 1 per cent over 30 years

There Is A New Spiro T. Agnew

MIAMI BEACH (UP1) - There is a 


new Spiro T. Agnew. The old one, the one 
that America knows best, was a tough, 
hard-hitting exponent of political polari- 
zation. 


The new one, coined at the 1972 Re- 


publican National Convention, is a candi- 
date of conciliation. 


The remarkable transformation of Vice 


President Agnew was revealed at a news 
conference the morning after he was re- 
nominated as President Nixon's running- 
mate. 


Only two years ago, Agnew was on the 


warpath, slashing at "radiclibs" and cas- 
tigating the national media, purging Re- 
publican Sen. Charles E. Goodell of New 
York, singling out liberal Democrats for 
special ridicule, blasting protesters and, 
in the process, becoming what he calls 
the "cutting edge" in the 1970 elections. 


Now, Agnew concedes that using the 


phrase "radiclib" was a mistake; that 
being the heavy uv the congressional 
campaign was unfortunate; that he is 
much happier having climbed the few 
steps to a higher plateau of campaigning. 


Agnew it coy about 1976 — an ap- 


proach used by all politicians four years 
in advance — but there seems to be no 
question that he will seek the presiden- 
tial nomination. 


And the new format seems to be 


geared clearly to impressing those Re- 
publicans who were distraught by the 
campaign Agnew waged in 1970. That 
campaign was so repugnant to some that 
he was specifically asked to stay out of 
two major states, New York and Mas- 
sachusetts. 


Despite the deep-rooted change to the 


reelection campaign, dictated mostly by 


the nomination of George S. McGovern, 
Agnew has not shifted his long-held six 
years position on the issues. 


The new Agnew is off on a new cam- 


paign. If h'e holds to his aims, he could 
emerge from the 1972 campaign as the 
"high road" candidate who did not pro- 
voke his natural enemies, the liberals, 
held his conservative constituency clear- 
ly marked the differences on the issues, 
and gave his aid to Republicans, con- 
servatives and liberals alike, at, every 
level.

Walker To Eye State Mismanagement

SPRINGFIELD (UPI) _ Democrat 


Dan Walker, charging that the news 
media has been "dazzled" by adminis- 
tration press agents, has said he will 
soon reveal in detail where state govern- 
ment has gone wrong under Gov. Rich- 
ard B. Ogilvie. 


"I will, during this campaign, analyze 


the mismanagement by Ogilvie depart- 
ment by department, beginning with 
aeronautics and on through the alphabet 
to transportation and welfare," Walker 
said Tuesday at a news conference. 


"I will show how inefficiency, waste or 


political influence — often all three — 
have characterized state government," 


he said. 


He said a campaign task force would 


soon complete a detailed report of state 
mismanagement which he said he will 
reveal " in the coming weeks." 


WALKER, WHO just completed a 


three-month jeep tour of most of South- 
ern Illinois, said the next phase of his 
campaign will be to hit hard on the is- 
sues and confine most of his personal ap- 
pearances to the more populated areas of 
the state. 


"I will also carry this campaign to my 


opponent, for he and'his band of 84 press 
agents have dazzled a handful of ordi- 
narily reliable interpreters of state gov- 
ernment," Walker said. 


When asked who those interpreters 


were, Walker said, "although there have 
been some news stories of waste and 
mismanagement in the Ogilvie adminis- 
tration, reporters all over this state could 
have done more to dig out these types of 
incidents." 


Walker, who early in his campaign 


said as governor he could trim some $500 
million from the state budget, said he 
has already pinpointed $263 million in 
government waste. 


WHEN ASKED FOR examples of 


waste and mismanagement, Walker re- 
ferred to newspaper accounts alleging 
state officials and their families had used 
state-owned aircraft for personal and po-

Explorer Scout Post No. 25 under the 
leadership of their scoutmaster, Marvin 
Martin, 1763 Whitcomb. The Scout group 
is sponsored by the local Kiwanis Club. 


"All car owners in this area should be 


sure to take advantage of this free ser- 
vice," said Phil Lindahl, Des Plaines en- 
vironmental control officer. "The first 
step towards controlling air pollution is 
applying the knowledge and technology 
we now have. This auto pollution testing 
program gives us a chance to do just 
that." 


The electronic infra-red exhaust emis- 


sion analyzer to be used in the tests at 
Maine West measures a car's output of 
carbon monoxide and unburaed hydro- 
carbons — two of the main constituents 
of air pollution caused by automotive 
transportation. 


Each motorist will get a written report 


on his car's performance along with a 
list of suggestions on what is needed to 
bring it within compliance, if it does not 
pass.

What's round and made from 


beans? 


No. not a fake hamburger. 
It's the steering wheel of Bob Hansel- 


man's 1929 Ford Model A Oval-window 
Business Coupe. 


Henry Ford was not a man to waste 


anything. Besides joining with George 
Washington Carver to make gearshift 
knobs and steering wheels from soybeans 
which were used in Fords well into the 


•IFORE TEMPERATURE gauges were 
placed on the dash board, motorists 
had to watch the thermometer on the 
radiator cap. If mercury reached the 
circle, the engine was overheating. 


1930s, floorboards of the cars were made 
from the crates used to ship engines 
from one Ford plant to another. That's 
what Hanselman says, anyway. And he 
ought to know. 


Hanselman, who lives at 702 N. Vail . 


Ave., Arlington Heights, is an antique 
auto buff. You know, one of those guys 
who spends all his spare time in the ga- 
rage pounding, scraping, and painting 
what was at one time considered a candi- 
date for the junk yard. 


IT ALL STARTED when Hanselman 


was only 15 years old, not even old 
enough to drive the 1931 Model A Deluxe 
Tudor he bought for $35. He said he had 
to hide the car for a year in his grand- 
mother's garage before he could let his 
parents know about his purchase. 


The car was finished in 1960, but Han- 


selman drove it only two years before 
tearing it down again. He said he has put 
some $2,000 into the car since he got it. 
And until four years ago, it was the only 
car he drove. The only shows he entered 
were strictly local. 


Hanselman's big project started when 


he found the Oval-window Business 
Coupe in a barn near Boone, Iowa, in the 
mid '60s. At the time, the car was only 
the shell of a body and frame. He 
brought the car home in 1966. But Han- 
selman was drafted shortly after finish- 
ing school, so the car sat around for an- 
other two years. 


It wasn't until last winter that Hansel- 


man and some friends began to work on 
the car in sub-zero weather. He had 
spent five years searching throughout 
the country for new original parts, most- 
ly found gathering dust in Ford dealers' 
garages. File cabinets are filled with ma- 
terial he gathered on the car. 


HANSELMAN EXPLAINED the rea- 


son for his great pains. Only 96 of the 
cars were made with oval windows in the 
rear, and his is one of only six known in 
existence today. And for a car to be en- 
tered in shows, it must be restored to the 
same condition and specifications as 
when it rolled off the assembly line. 


When Hanselman unfolds the story of 


the building of this car almost from 
scratch — he still hasn't been able to get 
license plates because he didn't get a 
title with the shell he bought in Iowa — 
and flips through the photo album which 
illustrates the story, his eyes shine. Even 
his large handlebar mustache seems to 
smile. And he can't talk fast enough. 


The car wasn't finished until just hours 


before Hanselman was to show it in na- 
tional competition in Green Bay, Wis., 
this spring. He gathered other en- 
thusiasts there to help him finish the pol- 
ishing and other details. And when judg- 
ing was completed, Hanselman's car was 
awarded the title "Best in the Nation"

"Now you know why people get all ex- 


cited at these shows when somebody 
touches their cars," Hanselman said 
very seriously. "I don't even want to 
know how much I spent on this one. I 
threw all the bills into a box, and maybe 
some day 30 years from now when I 
don't have anything to do, I'll try to fig- 
ure it out." 


BESIDES THE money involved, all of 


Hanselman's spare hours were taken in 
advance. He said one necessary item in 
his hobby is a wife who is just as enthu- 
siastic. Hanselman's is. 


All the trouble has paid off. Besides 


the award at Green Bay, Hanselman's 
car has taken four first prizes and two 
best of show awards in the six com- 
petitions he has entered, including a first 
in his class at the Illinois State Fan*. The 
next hurdle comes in October when Han- 
selman will go to Hershey, Pa., in an 
attempt to acquire the coveted senior na- 
tional award. 


"Hershey is the top," Hanselman said, 


adding that if he takes that award he will 
retire the car from further competition. 


"Why try and hog all the stuff 


(awards)?" he asked. He said that he 
will keep the car and drive it when he 
takes it out of competition. 


"I WANT TO HAVE some fun with the 


car." 


But will that mark the end of Hansel- 


man's auto restoration hobby? Not on 
your life. 


Sitting in his garage right this moment 


is a 1928 Model A Phaeton (touring car) 
that was recently brought over from Nor- 
way, where it was imported in the 1930s. 
The car is one of the first 10 Model As 
ever made by Ford. 


"I'm going to start that one this win- 


ter. It will probably take two years to 
finish. There's no rushing this one."

THE HERALD 
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The spectacular tent-like architecture 


of Frei Otto — now featured at the Sum- 
mer Olympics — is on exhibit at Chi- 
cago's Museum of Science and Industry, 
57th Street and Lake Shore Drive, 
through Sept. 24. 


The exhibition is housed in a large 


translucent tent suspended from a 50-foot 
V-shaped mast which has been erected in 
front of the museum. 


The tent was especially designed for 


the exhibition devoted to the work of 
Otto, a German architect noted for his 
dramatic and innovative tent-like struc- 
tures for outdoor theaters, exhibition 
areas, temporary construction shelters, 
and sports arenas. 


The Chicago exhibition is being made 


possible under a grant from the Graham 
Foundation for Advanced Studies in the 
Pine Arts. 


Otto's huge tent-like structures of steel 


and spun glass are being used to cover 
one side of the 80,000-capacity Olympic 
Stadium and two nearby sports areas in 
Munich. The $52-million architectural 
showpiece is the world's largest roof. 


The translucent white membrane of 


the tent at the museum filters sunlight, 
is impervious to untraviolet rays, and is 
water repellent. At night, when illumi- 
nated from within, it looks like a strange 
giant glowing bird. 


The structure consists of a prestressed 


tensile membrane carried by a main 
mast and two smaller masts held by 
steel suspension cables to anchorages in 


Little Church 
In Vale Hosts 
A Reunion 


NASHUA, Iowa (UPI) - They came 


from as far away as California and Loui- 
siana to sit in the rain in front of a 
makeshift stage. 


Old men in flannel hats, their wives in 


cotton print dresses, sat on wooden ben- 
ches next to young bearded men with 
wire-framed glasses whose wives wore 
long skirts and shawls. 


Not much in common, except most of 


them were married here in The Little 
Brown Church in the Vale. 


The church is famous for its weddings, 


and every year it hosts a reunion for its 
alumni. About 1,000 couples came from 
all over Iowa and 10 other states on a 
summer Sunday this year to listen to in- 
spirational singing, and to troop along 
the narrow aisles of the century-old 
frame building. 


THE LITTLE BROWN CHURCH was 


made famous by a song written three 
years before its construction. William 
Pitts, a young man visiting his girl 
friend in nearby Fredericksburg, was in- 
spired by the spot where the church now 
stands to write "Come to the Church in 
the Wildwood" in 1857. When he returned 
in 1863 to teach at nearby Bradford 
Academy, he was amazed to find the 
church under construction. 


Pitts first sang the "Wildwood" song 


at the dedication the following year. A 
singing duo, The Weatherwax Brothers, 
took the song as their theme and popu- 
larized it on the Lyceum and Chattauqua 
circuits. 


After World War I, returning soldiers 


started bringing their brides to the 
church. 


The Rev. M. R. Hinds, the present pas- 


tor, said the influence of the song was 
compounded by the fact there was no 
waiting period then. No blood tests were 
required, and a couple could go to the 
Chickasaw County Courthouse in New 
Hampton for a license and up to the 
church to be married the same day. 


THE PEAK YEAR for weddings at 


The Little Brown Church in the Vale was 
1922, when about 1,800 couples were mar- 
ried. Then laws were passed requiring 
blood tests and waiting periods for li- 
censing in the state, and as Rev. Mr. 
Hinds said, "The bottom dropped out." 


He said now it is a sense of tradition 


that brings back many young people 
whose parents and grandparents were 
married in the church. In addition, many 
couples come for sentimental second 
marriages. 


While the church and its pastor belong 


to the First Congregational Church, most 
faiths are represented in the wedding 
register. 


Why Little Brown Church? Its frame 


exterior with sheared-off spire doesn't 
stand out from the highway that passes 
right by its door. The setting is idyllic, 
but creeping civilization has impinged 
even on that since Pitts wrote the fa- 
mous song. 


Austere daguerreotypes of the early 


pastors and of Abraham Lincoln line the 
walls, and the hard wooden seats and 
cramped interior hark back to Iowa's 
pioneer days. 


But this Is one of the most famous 


churches in the country, and the people 
sitting in the rain on their reunion Sun- 
day must have been moved by more than 
aged wood — not only to be married at 
The Little Brown Church in the first 
place, but to return year after year. 


"It's not a beautiful church," the Pas- 


tor said. "People come in here and say, 
'Oh. what a beautiful little church,' but 
It's not beautiful. Any other church in 
Iowa that had a song like this would 
have the same thing." But it exudes sen- 
timentality and tradition - and it is ro- 
mantic to come back to the church 
where you, or your parents or grand- 
parents, exchanged vows. It's a charm- 
ing bit of old America, too.

includes 80 panels covering Otto's work

to 5:30 p.m. Mondays through Saturdays 
and from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. on Sundays 
and holidays.

vices expand it is increasingly apparent

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Patching damaged areas of wall and 


floor coverings is an art that can save 
many dollars. The alternative to the 
patch is an entirely new surface. 


The work of patching is not hard and it 


ia only part of the Job. The other, and 
important part, is getting the right mate- 
rial. With foresight you can do this right 
from the beginning. 


Save remnants. Odds and ends of wall- 


paper and linoleum are always left when 
the installation is complete. Put away 
some good pieces. If you are using the 
popular square asphalt or vinyl tile, put 
the extras away. 


If It is a discontinued pattern it is 


worth-while to buy a few extra. 


If YOU ARE really farsighted you will 


take a piece of the new wallpaper and 
hang it out of the way in a closet. The 
paper will weather along with the cov- 
ering on the walls. If you have to make a 
patch you will find that the new material 
has faded to the same extent as the old. 


Use a sharp knife or a razor blade to 


cut away the damaged area of the old 
wallpaper Cut your patch slightly larger 
than the damaged area. This will allow 
you to move it around until you have 
matched the pattern on the wall. Then 
apply paste and smooth it out. 


If you have a sure hand you may be 


able to cut the patch so that the edges of 
the new meet the edges of the old ex- 
actly. For most of us it is best to allow 
the new material to overlap at the edges. 


Linoleum and other floor coverings 


must have a patch that fits perfectly. 
Overlapping edges cause ridges that can 
be felt beneath the foot and which gather 
dirt. Space between the edges fill with 
dirt.

have cut all the way through This will 
prevent the surrounding material from 
being damaged when you pull up the old 
piece. 


Clean out the opening. Dirt and rem- 


nants of old linoleum must all be re- 
moved. If there was a felt underlay, 
leave the old one in or replace it if it 
came up with the linoleum 


Check the patch for size It should fit 


without buckling. Spread linoleum paste 
and press the patch into place. Wipe 
away the paste that oozes up. 


Put a weight on the patch to make it 


flush or roll with an old rolling pin. When 
the patch is a couple of weeks old and as 
hard as the rest of it, rub it with steel 
wool to remove that new shine. 


If you cannot match the material, use 


a contrasting color and cut it in a special 
shape — diamond or triangle, for ex- 
ample — as though it had been planned 
that way. In front of a sink, a long rec- 
tangle will look like a runner.

Dear Dr. Lamb — What are the dan- 


gers of living without a pacemaker when 
you have a heart block? My father has 
had a pacemaker for two years and is 
wondering what would happen if he had 
it removed when the batteries wear out. 
In the past month it has changed position 
and is punching through the skin causing 
a large protrusion. His doctor said he'd 
never seen that happen before, but it is 
not dangerous. 


Also, could he have his heart condition 


treated with vitamin E? My father takes 
an anticoagulant to keep his blood thin. 
Do you think vitamin E would help this? 


Dear Reader — The kind of heart 


block you're talking about is associated 
with a very slow heart rate unless a 
heart pacemaker is used. The lower 
chambers normally beat very slowly un- 
less they are stimulated by the upper 
chambers. Since the lower chambers are 
responsible for pumping the blood out 
through the body, when this happens the 
pulse is very slow. If it's too slow, there 
won't be enough blood to the brain, and 
this can cause fainting, convulsions or 
the heart can even go into a form of 
standstill or abnormal rhythm. This can 
be dangerous and can even cause death. 


The purpose of the pacemaker is to 


provide a constant stimulus to the lower 


The poet who wrote, "Beneath the

chambers of the heart so that the heart 
rate will be fast enough to pump enough 
blood for the whole body. Put simply, if 
the heart pacemaker stops working the 
heart will become very slow again, 
which can cause any of the things I men- 
tioned above, including convulsions and 
death. 


Literally, that heart pacemaker is sav- 


ing your father's life. Removing it would 
be the same thing as pulling the plug on 
life itself. There is no way that vitamin 
E will replace the function of his elec- 
trical pacemaker. It's the same thing as 
asking if vitamin E could replace a 
burnt-out fuse in an electric circuit. 


Interestingly enough, years ago some 


enthusiasts thought vitamin E would be 
useful in preventing clotting of the blood 
but, after extensive clinical trials, most 
reputable scientists came to the con- 
clusion that it was of no particular value 
for this purpose. 


YOUR FATHER will probably do very 


well as long as his pacemaker functions. 
There are hundreds of people who use 
these and they have literally saved these 
individuals' lives. It is no secret, so I 
don't mind mentioning that Justice Wil- 
liam 0. Douglas of the United States Su- 
preme Court has worn a pacemaker for 
a number of years. This has been men- 
tioned repeatedly in the news and it 
serves to point out that individuals with 
the pacemaker can fill an important 
function and live a full life with the aid 
of such a device. Let me caution you 
again, though, under no circumstances 
encourage your father to think that he 
can get along without his pacemaker. 
This could be a life-and-death decision.

WELL, GRANTED that stockbrokers 


habitually use salty language, and grant- 
ed that politics does tend to go to ex- 
cessive invective.

senator and the current leader of a ma- 
jor political party, both of which entitle 
him to a certain amount of respect. 


Even an ordinary citizen would be of-

says it. 


I telephoned one of my sources at 


McGovern headquarters and asked if the 
Democrats intended to file a complaint 
with the Fair Campaign Practices Com- 
mittee 


"SINCE THE individual involved had 


no formal connection with the campaign, 
we can't do anything about it," he re- 
plied "But this type of smear, even if 


instigated by a private citizen, cannot be 
left unanswered 


"McGovern already has been subjected 


to ugly rumors about his war record. 
And now here's an out-and-out case of 
character assassination 


"This slur is especially vicious in that 


it insinuates that McGovern is the kind 
of man who would take capital gains out 
of the mouths of sweet, innocent stock 
market plungers." 


Asked how the Democrats proposed to 


go about countering the slanderous in- 
nuendo, my source said there had been 
some discussion about forming a Specu- 
lators for McGovern Committee. 


After each major McGovern speech, 


particularly those dealing with economic 
issues, committee members would flood 
their brokers with "buy" orders, thus 
touching off a market rally and changing 
the candidate into a positive factor.

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The Search For Mental Health 
Hyperkinetic Children Need Help Early 


(This column is presented by Forest 


Hospital, In Des Plaines, a fully-accre- 
dited 135-bed psychiatric hospital, known 
for its programs in psychiatric treat- 
merit, research, education and commu- 
nity service.) 


Children who are restless, easily dis- 


tracted from what they are doing and 
have difficulty concentrating may be 
what physicians call hyperkinetic or 
hyperactive children. 


Kurt Glaser, M.D., associate professor 


of pediatrics and clinical professor of 
psychiatry at the University of Mary- 
land, explains that hyperkinetic children 


are minimally brain damaged but the 
condition cannot be diagnosed by brain 
tests; rather, it is concluded by the be- 
havior of the child. 


"The hyperkinetic child is one who 


doesn't perform in school because some- 
thing inhibits him from learning or be- 
having. The child is in constant motion 
which prohibits him from performing 
tasks or listening to something. He walks 
around and wiggles around in his chair 
all the time. 


"The pre-school child," he continued, 


"of course isn't put to the test of forced 
behavior but his hyperactivity can be 


recognized also. He is more jumpy and 
active than the normal child. Sometimes 
a parent will say that the child, as an 
infant, almost jumped out of his parents 
arms while being fed. Since the hyperki- 
netic child's eye muscle coordination is 
poor he may spill his milk or drop his 
food. This can easily be mistaken as bad 
behavior which it is not. 


"WE OFTEN FIND, after evaluation 


by the physician that the hyperkinetic 
child is the awkward child — the one 
who falls over his feet or is all thumbs. 
This child also has trouble writing — he 
may scribble because his eye muscle 
coordination prevents him from doing 


well." 


According to Dr. Glaser the hyperac- 


tive child is usually of normal in- 
telligence and he is able to learn as well 
as other children even though he has dif- 
ficulties since he can't sit still or can't 
eliminate outside stimuli long enough to 
concentrate. "Unless we recognize and 
help the hyperactive child early — by the 
time they're in second, third or fourth 
grade they're falling behind in learning." 


Parents of hyperactive children should 


be told, says Dr. Glaser, that there is a 
good chance the child will outgrow his 
hyperactivity during puberty. "It is well 
to advise the parents that this is not 


automatic. If the child — with his lack of 
ability to concentrate or sit still is criti- 
cized by his teacher and is made fun of 
by other children — he will develop psy- 
chological problems which continue after 
his hyperactivity goes away. 


"If a child shows school difficulties, 


even in early years like nursery school, 
and the child is 'tearing the place up' or 
can't get along with other children he 
should have an evaluation — not just be 
punished. The-parent should go to an 
educator, psychologist or psychiatrist 
and ask the professional to look at the 
child and help determine if he is hyperki- 
netic or not."

Herald Editorials 
Decay Menaces 
Suburbs Too 


It is one of the great ironies of 


the Northwest suburbs that grow- 
ing and enthusiastic communities 
such as these are often marred by 
depressing 
and 
unimaginative 


downtown shopping areas. 


Indeed, it has become axiomatic 


in some suburban towns that large 
scale shopping centers such as 
Woodfield and Randhurst draw the 
most business while local shops are 
used by customers for last minute 
or late-hour shopping 


In many cases, downtown shop- 


ping areas are bleak and unvaried. 
They reflect the business attitudes 
of a time gone by when these sub- 
urban towns were remote from the 
city and when super shopping cen- 
ters were undreamed of. Obvious- 
ly, times have changed as have the 
needs — and demands — of the 
suburban shopper. 


Some communities have made 


serious attempts to liven and en- 
hance their core shopping areas; 
Palatine's downtown area is gener- 
ally pleasant and agreeable; in 
Des Flames a major downtown re- 
newal effort 
is underway with 


strong city support. 


And recently, Arlington Heights 


officials unveiled a new effort to 
revitalize the center of town and to 
lure shoppers to the downtown sec- 
tion with eye-appealing malls and 
better parking facilities. 


In many ways, the newest effort 


in Arlington Heights offers a lesson 
to many villages and cities in the 
suburbs. For example, the as- 
sessed valuation of the downtown 
Arlington Heights business district 
in 1964 was $3,338,018. In 1971 the 
assessed valuation had only in- 
creased to slightly over $4 million. 
That small increase describes a 
stagnant and depressing growth 


A Measure Of Freedom 


One of the basic rights which 


Americans take for granted, yet 
which is nowhere directly men- 
tioned in the Constitution or the 
Bill of Rights, is the right to travel 
abroad or to leave the country per- 
manently. 


It is not merely the rights of free

very simplicity of foreign traye! 
for Americans, particularly travel 
to our nearest neighbors, Canada 
and Mexico, undercut much of 
their allegations about U.S. "impe- 
rialism." 


To be sure, dictatorships have 


often found it useful to rid them- 
selves of dissidents or those they 
considered undesirable, but it has 
always been for a price. We have 
only to look to Cuba for a modern 
model,

rate and a meager understanding 
of the elements which make a town 
interesting to live in. 


Similarly, downtown areas of 


Mount Prospect, Rolling Meadows 
and Wheeling are blighted either in 
their capacity to meet the needs of 
casual shoppers or in their appeal 
to passersby to stop and tarry 
awhile. 


We believe clean, interesting and 


diverse downtown areas are well 
within 
the 
reach 
of suburban 


towns, and further, that new.core 
areas would create not only new 
business but a sense of community 
and identity long seen lacking in 
much of the suburbs. 


The Arlington Heights village 


plan, 
if 
properly implemented, 


could do much to bring the commu- 
nity together and to offer residents 
a better town m which to live. We 
are encouraged by this effort and 
urge full support for its com- 
pletion. 


Particularly, we urge the sup- 


port of the business community. 
Downtown businessmen have a 
serious obligation to their own cen- 
tral district. In many cases, that 
obligation has not been met. 


Downtown blight is not restricted 


to the large metropolitan cores 
alone. Core city decay is as near as 
the closest uninterested and sloth- 
ful shopkeeper or the landowner 
who thinks malls and one-way 
streets are unnecessary frills. 


Indeed, the best description of 


downtown suburban decay comes 
from one planner's appraisal of our 
shopping areas. "The core areas 
have not kept up with the growth of 
the suburbs," he said. "And if it's 
not stopped, the decay will even- 
tually take in everything that is 
new and good in the suburbs."

I unfolded my copy of the Herald this 


morning, and decided it was a "red let- 
ter" day for me. Your article on the 
front page about the Arlington race track 
having finished its season yesterday was 
the source of my glee.

d e m i c degrees, ranging form 
$5,400 for a teacher to $23,50 for a 
person with a university doctorate. 


Whether the tax is seen as an ef-

Dr. Henry Kissinger did not make his 


quickie trip to Saigon because of a 
breakthrough at the Paris peace talks on 
Vietnam. 


It can be said with authority this meet- 


ing with President Thieu of South Viet- 
nam had been arranged before Kissin- 
ger's secret session with Hanoi's Le 
Due Tho in Paris. The Kissinger serond- 
day meeting with Thieu, advertsied as 
"unexpected," had also been arranged m 
advance. 


But recently captured documents re- 


veal North Vietnamese commanders in 
the South have been ordered to make 
preparations for an early cease-fire. 
They are to divide their troops into Uvo 
categories. One group would stay above- 
ground and available for movement back 
to whatever cease-fire lines are decided 
on. 


But selected cadre from each unit are 


to make preparations for going under- 
ground, and to stay behind when "all" 
N o r t h Vietnamese troops 
officially 


march to the agreed cease-fire areas. 


At the same time, men close to the 


secret Paris talks say the North Viet- 
namese meeting with Kissinger in Pans 
have not modified their stiff surrender 
demands in the slightest. They still insist 
on a coalition government dominated by 
Communists, 
an 
American-arranged 


throwout of Thieu, complete U.S with- 
drawal from Indochina and an end to 
U.S. aid for Saigon. 


Mr. Nixon is still holding out against 


any give-in or face-saving compromise 
with Hanoi which would amount to giving 
the Communists what they demand. But 
this Nixon determination may not last 
for long. 


Kissinger did discuss new possibilities 


with Thieu in Saigon. Time is running 
short before election day Despite the 
public opinion polls showing him the 
heavy favorite, Mr. Nixon is nervous 
about November, remembering past up- 
sets. 


Therefore Mr. Nixon has a choice to 


make. He may decide soon that any sort 
of a peace is better than no peace at all. 
He may decide to hold firm with his pre- 
sent course. He may attempt to straddle. 


Some men close to the White House 


belive that what Mr. Nixon does wiE be 
determined by Sen. George McGovern's 
strength over the next month If the 
South Dakotan's popularity rises sharply, 
and the electoral vote of key states 
seems in doubt, then Mr. Nixon, these 
men expect, will come up with new pro- 
posals more to Hanoi's liking 


The North Vietnamese seem to hold a 


similar 
view. Hanoi's representatives 


abroad have informed associates and 
Communist leaders in Western Europe, 
Asia and elsewhere they are convinced 
Mr. Nixon believes he must have a set- 
tlement by October to be absolutely sure 
of winning the presidential election in 
November. They have told these contacts 
in foreign lands they 'are going to wait 
Mr Nixon out — wait for him to surren- 
der to their demands with some face-sav- 
ing "compromise" formula. 


The attitude of the North Vietnamese 


in the secret Paris sessions with Kiss- 
inger tends to confirm these reports. Le 
Due Tho and his associates are tougher, 
more fixed in their attitudes even than in 
the past, if that is possible 


Interestingly, it is not the cocky, al- 


most sneering attitude of the sessions 
which followed Kissinger's trip to the So- 
viet Union. Then, the North Vietnamese 
were patronizing and offended Kissinger 
so deeply he found it most difficult to 
control his anger in private when he re- 
turned to the United States. The North 
Vietnamese are polite and courteous 
enough in these latest secret talks. 


But they are firm, and appear certain 


they will get their way in the end, or so 
it seems to some men close to the pic- 
ture.

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Business Profit—Boon For Consumer

NEW YORK (UPI) - "Paperhangers" 


cost American retailers and banks near- 
ly II billion a year. 


A paperhanger in police parlance is not 


a craftsman who refinishes the walls of 
your rooms, he's a professional passer of 
bad checks. Traveling alone or in pairs, 
paperbangers hit a town or a neighbor- 
hood, blitz the stores and "hang up" 
checks for thousands of dollars, then skip 
town. 


Precautionary systems that require 


persons presenting checks to be photo- 
graphed or thumbprinted hold no terrors 
for the paperhanger. After the fact iden- 
tification doesn't bother him in the least. 
He Is aware that he is known to the po- 
lice, but he also knows that he has to be 
caught in the act to be in any real dan- 
ger of Jail. 


A number of security companies have 


sprung up across the land to do just that 
— catch paperhangers in the act of cash- 
Ing the phony check. They use the elec- 
tronic computer and a carefully devel- 
oped identification file to do it. 


One such firm, Telecredit, Inc., of Los 


Angles, has nabbed, 7,200 bad check 
passers. The (km also has collected mil- 
lions of dollars on bad checks passed by 
amateur deadbeats, 


TELECREDIT OPERATES only in 


California. It hopes to expand nationally 
but admits that won't be easy because it 
takes more than a computer network to 
trap paperhangers. It takes a detailed 
file on known offenders, including their 
driver license numbers, real or phony, 
and information on their modus oper- 
andl. 


For example, when two women tried to 


cash payroll checks at a Los Angeles su- 
permarket, a Telecredit check revealed 
that the checks were drawn on an ac- 
count that had been closed out for 
months. 


In another case when a paperhanger 


realized he had been caught, he grabbed 
the bad check back from the store cash-

tor and swallowed it. He wai convicted 
became the judge allowed as evidence 
the printout from the Telecredit comput- 
er showing the check to have been bad. 


"Bad check losses to paperhangers and 


'deadbeata' are accelerating," said Lee 
Ault UI, president of Telecredit. "The 
•hidden camera and hidden fingerprinting 
device do discourage the small local 
amateur check passer. They are afraid 
of after-the-fact identification. It's the 
traveling pro that gives the big trouble." 


Supermarkets suffer the heaviest loss- 


es, Ault said, and can least afford it 
since they operate on net profit margins 
of less than 2 per cent. 


"Do you ralize," he asked, "that a su- 


permarket must ring up $1,500 in sales to 
offset the loss of cashing a $30 bad 
check? It takes more than 100 customers 
to 'produce' that much in sales." 


Ault said Telecredit's system has 


helped many supermarket chains. He 
quoted the president of the Alexander 
chain in Los Angeles as saying in- 
stallation of the system had cut bad 
check losses 50 per cent for the chain as 
a whole and 80 per cent in some stores." 


The plan costs stores about 40 cents for 


each dollar recovered or saved, Ault 
said. 


Ault said Telecredit and other com- 


panies with similar operations across the 
land also have a deterrent effect on bad 
check passing. 


"The paperhangers learn which stores 


have such devices and, not being stupid, 
they avoid them."

A businessman's profit also means a 


boon for consumers, according to Hol- 
land M. "Rollle" Reed of Arlington 
Heights. He is a manager of sales for the 
construction equipment division of Inter- 
national Harvester Co. 


Chalk it up to the effects of Phase H 


controls of profits in relation to prices, or 
a lack of understanding, or the desire to 
chuck the free enterprise system. The re- 
sult is a widespread mistrust of the busi- 
ness emphasis on profit, Reed said. 


Is there something unwholesome about 


earning a hefty profit? "Of course not," 
he said. "Profit sparks our economy." 


Several popular myths are floating 


around on the evils of profit-making, 
Reed contends. He counters each of these 
myths with an explanation of the essen- 
tial nature of profits. 


MYTH NUMBER ONE: Once a busi- 


ness his been around a few years, prof- 
its automatically come rolling in to the 
happy entrepreneurs. "There is nothing 
automatic about earning a profit," said 
Reed. He described profit — or loss — as 
the difference between what a business 
takes in and what it pays out, sometimes 
measured in terms of earnings on in- 
vestment. 


"Profit isn't earned easily," Reed con- 


tinued. "There is a lot of evidence, as in 
the period 1935-1939 when over half of all 
corporations reported a loss on their op- 
erations. Slump periods since then have 
also seen a high rise in business failures. 


The continuing search for profit is es- 


sential for survival of a business, accord- 
ing to Reed. This applies to newer firms 
as well as well-established leaders in a 
given field. 


Take Reed's business, for example. 


federal government as "pump priming" 
when the economy reverses into a slump, 
onlookers might believe profitability and 
success are sure bets for Reed's busi-

"We're working with a basic unit — a 
cubic yard of dirt," he said. "This year, 
all the major manufacturers of heavy 
construction equipment are experiencing 
an increase in sales of approximately 15 
percent 


"THERE WAS A pent-up demand for 


this equipment in the private sector of 
the economy as users adopted a wait- 
and-see attitude," Reed continued. Now 
there is a more positive economic out- 
look among equipment users. 


Sales of dozers, tractors, scrapers and 


other earth moving equipment have 
soared this year. The construction of 
highways, sewer and water facilities win 
top the $20 billion mark this year, pre- 
dicts the national F. W. Dodge Construc- 
tion Outlook. Increased dam construction 
is expected to add to this market. 


Clearing a profit in the earth moving 


industry would appear to be a cinch, giv- 
en this favorable outlook. Knowing that 
public works projects are used by the 


This myth is enhanced by the notion 


that high price tags mean high profits, 
according to Reed. The average price for 
heavy construction equipment in the In- 
ternational Harvester lines is $44,000. 


PLANNING FOR profit, however, is 


essential to the continued survival of a 
business, Reed says. Merely keeping up 
with payments and commitments from 
day to day does not allow for healthy 
profits or the base for future expansion 
into a stronger business. 


Forecasting is only one third of this 


profit planning activity. The real test is 
the attempt to create and maintain re- 
sults, Reed said. Collecting facts, exam- 
ining alternatives, deciding on a course 
of action and implementing the plan take 
on a sense of urgency for a company's 
survival. 


The five strategic force components of 


profit must be considered: price; vol- 
ume; variable costs (material, labor and 
overhead); fixed costs; and profit mix. 


For example, labor costs and produc- 


tivity can drastically alter a company's 
profit picture. Reed said businesses have 
been forced to pay increased attention to 
efficiency and productivity as com- 
pensation per man hour rose 109 per cent 
in the period 1953 through 1970. 


"Hard work, good fortune and an occa- 


sional prayer aren't obsolete in the pur- 
suit of profit," Reed advised. A system- 
atic plan for profit loa^s the odds for the 
planner, however. 


MYTH NUMBER TWO, according to 


Reed, goes something like this: High 


profit margins hurt the consumer. This 
either results from poor quality food* 
and services or a monopolistic business 
in which a business can charge any price 
it chooses. 


Not true, according to Reed. "Profit is 


made by continually finding ways to give 
the customer more value," he said. "It 
means learning to do things better, mak- 
ing them cheaper to sell. 


"It is this creative drive for profit that 


has built our standard of living in this 
country," he continued. "High profits al- 
ways attract competitors." In turn, a 
greater selection of goods and services 
as well as heavier emphasis on value are 
generated. Whether it's building a better 
mousetrap or a better rock hauling ma- 
chine, the consumer benefits. 


Without the profit motive, our standard 


of living would slip, Reed said. "This is 
why government is often inefficient — 
there is no profit motive in government." 


"The profit drive is the thermostat that 


regulates production in this country." 
Reed continued. "No company wants to 
lose money — it will raise prices or re- 
duce costs to make a profit. If this 
doesn't work it stops making these prod- 
ucts and turns to something else." 


MYTH NUMBER THREE is the belief 


that profits drain a company's assets and 
prospects for future growth. "Let's use 
the products of our efforts today and not 
try to set aside any capital to produce in 
the future," said Reed in describing this 
line. An opposite policy is that all money 
left over when the bills are paid should 
be plowed back into the company for fu- 
ture expansion. Somewhere midway be- 
tween these approaches is the company's 
best bet for profitable operations, Reed 
said.

"This is our world — treat it with 


love." 


That's the theme of 5,000 girls in the 


northwest suburbs who have dedicated 
their time and energies to the problems 
of ecology. Today an awareness and con- 
cern for the environment runs like a 
recurring melody through all levels of 
the Camp Fire organization. 


Bluebirds, age 6, 7 and 8> still go on 


treasure hunts. But the treasure is litter 
and broad is the grin of the girl who 
brings back the biggest bag. Girls get 
more excited over glass and paper drives 
than they do over making hospital fa- 
' vors, 


Camp Fire level girls, age 9,10 and 11, 


are planting trees and making compost 
heaps instead of burning leaves. Their 
concern is as large as the world around 
them or a small as a 10-by-10 foot square 
section of land yielding the secrets of 
plant and animal life to their patient 
scrutiny. 


JUNIOR HIGH girls are now called 


"Discovery Club" girls, and discover , 
they do — learning along the way how to 
treat the world more lovingly, meeting 
and understanding people of a different 
skin color, beautifying ugly places and 
taking positive action to improve the en- 
vironment, whether it be planting trees 
to combat dwindling oxygen supplies or 
writing letters to congressmen urging 
them to support ecology measures. 


Horizon Club girls, high school age, 


band together to strengthen the force of 
their impact on the problems of ecology 
or, driven by a desire to be of service, 
work individually in their chosen fields. 
Last May, Horizon Club girls of the Met- 
ropolitan Chicago Council, which in- 
cludes the northwest suburbs, planted no 
less than 500 trees in a camp area in 
their "Encounter With Nature" project. 


INDIVIDUALLY these 'high school 


girls may be found working as hospital 
aides, helping with the retarded, volun- 
teering as swimming instructors for their 
town's park district, giving speeches on 
pollution, attending conservation confer- 
ences- assisting the physically handi- 
capped, gaining new knowledge from 
people, organizations and books and a 
passing that knowledge on to younger 
girls. 
' 


Flexibility of uniform is characteristic 


of Camp Fire today. Said Miss Janet 
Murray, executive director of the Metro- 
politan Chicago Council, "Girls can mod- 
ify their costume at will. We don't get 
tense about these things anymore." 


A group of 20 Horizon Club girls, in- 


cluding Pam Bailey, Sue Swenson and 
Kim Pearson of Rolling Meadows, when 
planning the trip they took to Mexico 
Aug. 4-16, not only selected their own 
pattern of dress for official occasions 
there, but many made theiroutfits them- 
selves. 


CAMPING'IS still a high priority activ- 
ity for Camp Fire members, but in some 
respects it has taken on a new com- 
plexion. 


Big log fires are out — wood is too1 


precious. Charcoal fires for cooking, or 
liquid fire stoves, are in. The popularity 
of family camping today is being recog- 
nized and experiments have begun in- 
corporating family camping in resident 
camps which formerly were "for girls 
only." Husbands often accompany wives 
who are advisers on camping outings. 
, Men, in fact, are more in evidence now 
in the Camp Fire organization — men 
such as David Tregay of Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, who dubs himself his wife's assist- 
ant adviser, but is in reality vice chair- 
man and camping chairman of the entire 
Tokata District (Elk Grove Village, Hoff- 
man Estates, Schaumburg and Hanover 
Park). 


OR MEN LIKE Jim Zaloudek of Ar- 


lington Heights, who is district chair- 
man of the Kayati District (Rolling 
Meadows, Palatine, Harrington and Lake 
Zurich). 


Mrs. Robert Seger of. Schaumburg is 


district chairman of Tokata and Mrs. 
Robert Blizzard of Arlington Heights is 
district chairman of Taticon (Arlington 
Heights, Wheeling and Buffalo Grove). 


The oldest Camp Fire district in the 


area is Potawatomi, which includes 
Mount Prospect, Prospect Heights and 
parts of Des Plaines. Mrs. Will Granzin 
of Mount Prospect is district chairman. 


President of the Metropolitan Chicago 


Council itself is a northwest subur- 
ban resident, Mrs. Russell Lindholm of 
Palatine. 


MOUNT PROSPECT is noted for hav- 


ing the greatest retention of older girls 
(high school level) of any neighborhood 
in the council. Advisers like Mrs. Leo 
Floros, Mrs. John Welles and Mrs. Gran- 
zin have stayed with their groups for 
years, have grown along with them and 
have bent over backwards to keep their 
programs exciting, flexible and creative. 


Indeed, exciting, flexible, creative ac- 


tivity has been the aim of many of the 
Camp Fire program modifications now 
in effect. The organization still provides 
a light framework for advisers to follow, 
makes suggestions in broad areas, but 
program planning is up to the girls them- 
selves. 


Discovery Club girls may take "crack" 


courses — programs supplied by other 
organizations, such as the Sierra Club, 
National Museum of Art or Wildlife Fed- 
eration. 


"STRUGGLE STUDIES" encourage in- 


vestigatien of current issues such as 
women's rote in society, drugs and re- 
lated problems, alcoholism, problems of 
morality, boy-girl relationships and the 
voting franchise. 


In the Torch Bearer program, a girl 


strives to become proficient as an indi- 


vidual, with about 20 areas from which 
to choose. In another series, the group 
approach to skills is put into practice. 


The watchword of Camp Fire is Wo- 


helo — work, health, love. The slogan is 
"Give Service." And service is evident 
everywhere. 


More than 30 Horizon Club girls in one 


district volunteered their services for 
day camp this past summer, helping 
teach and guide the 400 kids who attend- 
ed. 


Bus stops, village halls, parks and rail- 


road stations have flowered under Camp 
Fire care. 


A CHORUS OF 50 young people, di- 


rected by Horizon Club member Nancy 
Floros of Mount Prospect, and including 
many Camp Fire girls, has presented 
"Tell It Like It Is" in churches through- 


out the area. They are currently working 
on their new production, "Life." 


Many glass recycling and paper driv- 


es throughout the northwest suburbs owe 
their success to Camp Fire Girls. Forest 
Preserves in the area have been left 
cleaner, more litter free, by Camp Fire 
day campers. 


Who knows what lies ahead for this or- 


ganization? Complete updating of the 4th 
through 6th grade level is now in the 
planning stage. Horizon Club has opened 
its doors to boys. 


Camp Fire was founded in 1910. Said 


Janet Murray, "Sure, it's nicje we're 
rooted back, there, but how are we mak- 
ing it now? That's what counts. We've 
added a lot, but still kept what we 
already had."

saying that garlic may be the new 
DDT. 


Evidence introduced by S. V. Amonkar 


and A. Banerji of the Bhabha Atomic Re- 
search Center in Bombay, India, in- 
dicates that gariic may provide a deadly 
diet for mosquitoes, houseflies and cer- 
tain other major insect pests while pos- 
ing none of the hazards of DDT. 


The two researchers reported that they 


had isolated, identified and duplicated 
synthetically ingredients within garlic oil 
responsible for its power to kill the above 
as well as aphids, cabbage caterpillars, 
Colorado beetle larvae, potato moth and 
several other insects. This paves the way 
for mass production of the nontoxic bug 
killer. 


For years, I've been using garlic Juice 


in my. spaghetti sauce as well as on my 
arms and legs when I'm in the garden 
weeding and had good results with both. 
Hopefully, the insecticides of the future 
will be so harmless, we will be able to 
keep them on the kitchen shelf.

I called this store periodically for six 


weekss— sorry, it's still not in ... at the 
end of August, I called Lyon-Healy in 
Chicago in desperation, and was told the 
order had arrived there and been sent to 
Evanston. I called the Evanston store 
and was told they didn't have it. Both 
stores insisted on their versions, blaming 
each other. I said I didn't care whose 
"fault" it was: I just wanted the book. 
(All this time my craving to get on with 
my organ lessons was beung frustrated 
beyond endurance.) 


THERE ALREADY had been a 5-day 


lapse from when the Chicago store had 
allegedly sent the order to Evanston, but 
I allowed a few more days, and called 
Evanston again. This time I was told the 
store was closed because they were mov- 
ing, and was further informed that the 
order had arrived but I wouldn't be able 
to get it for at least another week, when 
the store would reopen. 


At this writing, I still don't have the 


music. I have spent (wasted) three 
months trying to get it, (Fischer still 
doesn't have It, either) and I am wonder- 
ing what in the world music students or 
professional musicians do here. One 
could easily blow an entire school term 
or performance season just trying to ob- 
tain one's tools in this vast, retail music 
wasteland.

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Stamp Notes 
Wildlife Conservation Series To Issue 4 


by BERNADtNE M. RECHNER 


Four 8 cent stamps in the Wildlife 


Conservation series will be issued by the 
U.S. Postal Service Sept. 20 at Warm 
Springs, Ore. These continue the popular 
series begun in 1968 and are jumbo in 
•ize, horizontal in format. 


The stamps were designed by Stanley 


Galli and depict the fur seal, the cardin- 
al, the brown pelican and the bighorn 
sheep. The Postal Service has pointed 
out that these are not necessarily endan- 
gered species but rather that all forms of 
wildlife'should be of public concern. 


The print order is 150 million and the 


stamps will be issued 32 to a pane with 
one plate number appearing on each 
pane. 


Collectors desiring first day cancella- 


tions should address their requests to 
"Wildlife Conservation Stamps, Post- 
master, Warm Springs, Ore. 97761" en- 
closing the proper remittance. Requests 
for specific stamps will be honored. Cus-

Q — I'LL BE 72 next month, but I in- 


tend to go on working as long as I can. I 
know I can earn as much as I want after 
I'm 72 and still get all my social security 
checks. But will my earnings from the 
first part of the year, before I was 72, 
still affect my social security payments? 


A — Yes. You will get a social security 


check for every month beginning with 
the month of your 72nd birthday — no 
matter how much you work or earn. 
However, your earnings for .the entire 
year in which you become 72 are used in 
figuring what payments can be made to 
you for the months you were still 71. Re- 
member whenever an individual is under 
age 72 in part of a year when he earns 
more than $1,680 and receives social se- 
curity benefits, he must file an annual 
report with Social Security.

Q - I'M A WIDOW and I'll be 60 next 


month. I've been working at a store near 
my home in Buffalo Grove since my hus- 
band died in 1964. My health, however, 
isn't as good as it used to be and I'd like 
to cut down on my work. Am I eligible 
for social security payments? 


A — Yes. You can get reduced widow's 


payments at 60; full widow's benefits 
start at 62. If the work you mentioned 
you are doing is covered by social secur- 
ity, you may also be eligible for retire- 
ment benefits at age 62 on your own 
record provided you earned credit for 
enough work under the program. The 
amount of your earnings could effect 
your monthly payments. A third possi- 
bility for payments would be if your 
health prevents you from doing any sub- 
stantial work. Then you may qualify for 
disability benefits until age 65, regard- 
less of your age when you became 
unable to work. You can contact your 
Social Security Office. 120 W. Eastman, 
Arlington Heights, 111. 60004, for complete 
details.

Q — I'M 61 YEARS old and am looking 


ahead trying to figure my retirement in- 
come. Is it possible for me to find out 
how much my monthly social security 
payments will be? 


A — Yes. Any social security office 


can give you an estimate of your social 
security payments. It's a good idea to 
talk to a representative when you're 
nearing retirement. In addition to giving 
you an estimate of what your payments 
will be when you retire, he can also tell 
you what papers and other information 
you'll need when you apply.

Q — I AM A WIDOW. My late husband 


worked in social security jobs. I will get 
my benefits from him I think but I have 
also worked myself. How can I find out 
which record I can get the most money 
from? 


A — Your social security office will 


check for you which record will pay you 
the most money. If you are near 60, 
check on your widow's benefits now. You 
can not receive retirement benefits on 
your own employment record until 62. 
You will be given enough information to 
arrive at your own decision.

A — There is no time limit for cashing 


it. It's a good practice though to cash it 
quickly.

Anthem Have Place In Sport

THREE VERY SPECIAL people stand 


on a mini pyramid. This trio is proud, 
but proudest of all is the one in the 
middle. 


Alone and above the other two, this in- 


dividual is experiencing something for 
only the very few, the very talented. 
Like standing on Mt. Everest, this person 
for a brief but thrilling moment is on top 
of the world — an Olympic gold medal- 
ist. 


Until the tragic Arab incident earlier 


this week, millions had watched daily as 
one world champion after another was 
crowned with glory. 


There were proud moments galore for 


the tunny countries that witnessed their 
athletes so honored, especially for the 
United States. After a Mark Spitz or a 
Dan Gable has received the coveted gold, 
the most moving moment since the win- 
ning performance takes place. Up the 
poles are hoisted the three national flags 
of the athletes, the Star and Stripes oc- 
cupying center stage. When the Star- 
Spangled Banner in played, that has to 
be a thrill of thrills for the champion. 


The same goose bumps, cold chills up 


the spine and moist eyes that we viewers 
experience have to be surging through 
the muscular bodies of our competition 
at a time like that. At that probably 
once-in-a-lifetime moment, this young 
man or woman is THE champion of our 
country. 


The Olympic Games — where almost 


every nation in the world is represented 
— Is a fitting place for playing the na- 
tional anthem and raising our country's 
flag. It gives the winning athletes an 
identity. 


After witnessing this almost reverent 


scene, the similar daily flag raisings and 
national anthems at every televised 
baseball, football and basketball game 
come off as a meaningless display of pa- 
triotism. How many times have you 
heard this tired sentence by an an- 
nouncer: 


"And now, ladies and gentlemen, let's 


Jill rise, face the flag and pay tribute to 
our country by singing the national an- 
them." 


Have you ever wondered why a patri- 


otic display is connected with certain 
sports events? 


I found the reason for the pre-game 


display recently. The writer explained it 
like this: 


"When I was a boy in the 1930s, the 


playing of the Star-spangled Banner and 
the raising of the flag were thrilling mo- 
ments, In sport, the anthem and the cer- 
emonial raising of the flag were only for 
major events, like Opening Day or the 
World Series. 


"Then, during World War II, baseball 


— self-conscious about continuing busi- 
ness as usual daring wartime — began to 
play the anthem and raise the flag be- 
fore every game in an attempt to equate 
baseball with patriotism. The custom 
continued and spread until now flag and 
anthem before an athletic event have 
about as much significance as shaking 
hands. The magic, the thrill, is gone." 


Have you ever noticed the inconsist- 


ency compared to other "slighted" 
sports? 


Shouldn't pro golfers be allowed to 


have the national anthem and the flag 
raised up before they tee off, at least for 
the U.S. Open? And what about pro bowl- 
ers and tennis players? How about cross 
country runners and track and field per- 
formers? 


Howard Cosell, an announcer who has 


openly admitted his love for his country, 
had this to say about the patriotic rites 
in sporting events: 


"I don't equate professional football,

major league baseball or any other sport 
in this country with motherhood, apple 
pie and patriotism. That's part of the 
old-world motif that's gone forever, and 
young people don't buy it either. 


"Furthermore, I don't think the play- 


ing of our national anthem is a fitting 
beginning for a football game or basket- 
ball game or boxing match or any athlet- 
ic contest . . . how is it an evidence of 
patriotism to sing or hear the national 
anthem played before a game? That's a 
cheap and easy thing, and 200,000,000 
Benedict Arnolds could subscribe to it 
and it still wouldn't make them patriots. 
Likewise, I feel that playing the anthem 
before a game debases it and cheapens 
the real meaning of patriotism." 


Cosell irritates a lot of people, but 


many times it's because he speaks the 
truth, and the truth sometimes is hard to 
take. 


I wouldn't go as far as Cosell con- 


cerning the use of flag and anthem. I'd 
like to see them in such things as the 
Olympics, international meets or sport- 
ing events between two countries. But 
blaring out the "Oh say can you see" at 
events from high school to the pros 
seems meaningless to me. 


There would be much more meaning if 


a fight song for the football team was 
played. Basketball teams could use a 
s h a r p warmup number, something 
catchy like the Globetrotters' "Sweet 
Georgia Brown." Baseball could easily 
find something else — a possible com- 
bined fight song-warmup arrangement. 


Somehow the argument that tradition 


makes it right doesn't hold any water 
with me. I've seen countless high school 
baseball games and regular season 
American Legion games which never 
have the flag or the anthem present. I've 
never seen any fans getting upset be- 
cause the host team wasn't being patri- 
otic. 


All that has been said about the use or 


misuse of the flag and anthem in sport 
won't make the high schools, colleges or 
pros change their ways. This fall the 
stadia throughout the nation will quake 
with the words of Francis Scott Key. 


A person coming from another planet 


and landing near one of these stadia 
would probably think a political rally 
was taking place: He'd know shortly, 
however, that it was a sporting event as 
soon as the words "and the home of the 
brave" were concluded. Then would 
come the cries, "Kill tin bleeps!" 


If you still think the anthem and flag 


raising have a place tat sports, ask your- 
self this last question: 


How many times have you seen the 


same thing at other entertainment func- 
tions such as movies, operas, plays or 
dances?

The condominium craze which is

Apartment Permits Decrease 


July permits for single family units in- 


creased 12% over the comparable month 
of last year in the Chicago metropolitan 
area, according to the Bell Federal Sav- 
ings Survey of New Building. However, 
apartments declined 20% in the same pe- 
riod. 


Permits for single family units rose 


from 1,993 to 2,244, while multi-family 
permits dropped from 3,098 to only 2,468 
last month. 


Total housing units, including single 


and multiple permits, decreased 8% to 


4,712 from the 5,091 reported in July 1971. 


Single family home permits issued dur- 


ing the first seven months of 1972 totaled 
14,216, an increase of 6% over the 13,350 
reported in the same period of 1971. 


Year to date apartment volume at the 


end of July 1972 stood at 14.912, a de- 
crease of 22% from the 19,026 recorded 
for the first seven months of last year. 


Permits for all new housing for the 


first seven months of 1972 totaled 29,128 
housing units, 11% below the 32,376 per- 
mits reported during the comparable 
months of 1971.

His earn- 
ings are substantially above average — 
he has already demonstrated his respon- 
sibility as a borrower. 


"Even the lower income — over 40 — 


mortgage applicants are having less 
trouble finding loans. In many instances, 
lower cost condominiums or retirement 
villages are providing a desirable and 
reasonable home investment, particular- 
ly with long-term mortgage loans and 
low down payments — varying from 
area to area. Lenders are anxious to find 
borrowers — especially if the risk has 
been minimized by insurance, by sub- 
stantial pensions and by other evidences 
of dependable money management. 


"Most lending institutions want only 


the basic assurance that the borrower 
does not wind up over his financial head. 
But then, that is all any lender asks of 
any borrower — regardless of age," Goss 
concludes.

Plan For Your Retirement 


Many pensioners are hammering "for 


sale" signs into the front lawns of their 
retirement village homes — and moving 
out. 


Some prudent financial planning — 


years before retirement — could well 
have prevented most of these scenes. 
Disheartened retirees might well be 
hammering golf balls instead of signs.

spouses have died, illness overtakes one 
or both members of the family, some get 
homesick and a few just don't like the 
neighborhood. But by far the most touch- 
ing is the pensioner who cannot afford to 
stay.

"Most people have found the retire- 


ment communities are meeting their in- 
dividual needs — but these people have 
prepared properly for their 'golden 
years'," Reasoner says.

It Is accepting a new life on a fixed 
ncome — usually much less than one's 
earnings prior to retirement. 


"Even with a limited income, a pen-

soner adds. 


"Regardless of how much a person 


earns in his productive years, he should 
plan for the future with a program of 
savings, life insurance and equity in- 
vestments — such as mutual funds — 
balanced professionally to meet retire- 
ment goals." 


Employer-sponsored pension programs 


and Social Security are part of the over- 
all program for most individuals, but 
these should be supplemented, Reasoner 
continues. 


"Families at all ages would be well 


advised to be conversant with profes- 
sional financial planners — people who

Inter-City Relocation Service 
Marks Record-Breaking Year 


HOMEFINDERS JOINS ELECTRONIC ERA! 


Gladstone, Realtors, covering the 


Northwest suburbs, is one of a record 
number of Inter-City Relocation Service 
members who helped more families 
move this year than in any comparable 
period in Inter-City's 12-year history. 


The record-breaking increases were re- 


ported by John L. Markay, a partner in 
the Gladstone firm, on his return from 
the ICRS midyear meeting in Chicago. 
Markay represented the company's of- 
fices in Des Plaines, Elk Grove Village, 
Mount Prospect, Franklin Park and Villa 
Park. At the meeting, he served on a 
panel discussing "Motivating Your Sales 
People Through Contests." 


According to Markay, nearly 20 per 


cent more referrals — clients referred by 
one ICRS member to another for new 
community househunting help — were 
reported for the eight months ending 
June'30 than in a comparable period in 
1970-71. The period is the first two-thirds 
of the ICRS fiscal year, which began 
Nov. 1,1971. 


House sales through the ICRS referral 


program were 45 per cent ahead of the 
November, 1970-June, 1971 period, Mark- 
ay reported. Dollar volume, was up by 53 
per cent, he added. 


"Average house sale was for $37,982, 


about $1,000 greater than the average 
transaction during fiscal 1971," Markay 
said. 


ICRS membership passed the 600 


mark, including members who joined at 


the midyear meeting. 


"This represents a net increase of 


about 15 per cent since last Nov. 1," 
Markay pointed out. "The gain is the re- 
sult of a planned campaign to select 
highly qualified brokers in communities 
not previously served by Inter-City mem- 
bers, in order to broaden our coverage." 


"With the membership increase, we 


now can refer clients to fellow members 
who cover nearly 6,000 cities and towns 
in the U.S. and overseas for help in find- 
ing new homes," Markay said. 


"When a member receives such a re- 


ferral," Markay added, "he immediately 
contacts the client, answers questions 
about the client's new community, pre- 
selects homes that will meet the client's 
needs and gets other preliminaries out of 
the way." 


"These necessary preliminaries are 


handled before the transferee or other 
client on the move leaves his former 
residence. Then, when the client is ready 
to make his first househunting visit to his 
new community, the ICRS member to 
whom he has been referred will make 
hotel reservations for him, meet him and 
his family at the airport and conduct him 
on a pre-arranged tour of available 
homes." 


"Days, or even weeks, of househunting 


time are saved, compared with a fami- 
ly's arriving cold in a strange new city, 
with neither knowledge nor previously 
arranged contacts," Markay explained.

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Strong Housing Market 
Requires Professionals 


When the demand for homes exceeds 


the supply, sellers are often tempted to 
forego availing themselves of the skill 
and experience of professional Realtors 
in favor of trying to sell their homes by 
themselves to save paying a commission, 
or jack up the price of the home on the 
assumption that the law of supply and 
demand will support any price level. 


"There is no question that we are in a 


market today in which a seller may be of 
the opinion that since buyers are so 
plentiful one can be found with no diffi- 
culty," notes Matthew R. Thorneycroft, 
vice president and district sales manager 
ol the Baird & Warner, Inc, Elmhurst 
office, 446 N. York. 


"Mortgage funds are plentiful, interest 


rates are attractive and there is a gener- 
al sense of optimism about economic re- 
covery." 


But most experts feel that unless sell- 


ers have access to the same resources as 
real estate agents they stand to gain 
little if they opt to do-it-themselves. 


"This is not to suggest that it is not 


possible to sell privately or 'off the mar- 
ket' and save the 6 or 7 per cent broker's 
commission. But if you are lucky enough 
to make a quick sale you may always be 
nagged by doubts that you may have 
asked too little for your home," he noted. 


"Conversely, a worse mistake is to 


overprice your home. Even if you have 
•0 the time in the world to let the price 
settle down to a realistic level you may 
adjust the price to find you have already 
frightened off many of the best pros- 
pects. Abo, any home on the market a 
long time may get a reputation of being 
a white elephant even though its biggest 
drawback is a stubborn owner who in- 
sists on setting an unrealistic price." 


What causes the seller to err on either 


the upside or downside? 


"The worth of a house is determined 


by people, not by economic bromides. 
There are no hard and fixed rules in real 
estate. You begin with a particular type 
of home in a certain condition in a given 
location. At any point in time all of these 
factors help determine the value of a 
home and the related task of setting a 
price. 


"Then you plug in the dynamics. Life 


styles change and so do people, what 
they want, and what they are willing to 
pay for. Because people are changing the 
worth of a home is also changing." 


The real estate agent is constantly 


working with a large crosssection of buy- 
ers and is familiar with their interests. 
He is also armed with an abundance of 
information on the going price of each 
type of home in various neighborhoods 
and communities. 


"Unless you are tuned into the market 


on a day-to-day basis it is extremely dif- 
ficult for the non-professional to find a 
realistic asking price." 


"The seller will depend on hearsay 


about how much somebody else nearby 
got for a similar home. The reported fig- 
ure and truth may be thousands of dol- 
lars apart. And the condition and loca- 
tion of two similarly-styled homes can 
also be vastly different. No two homes 
are that alike. 


"The seller is also likely to exaggerate 


those factors important to him and his 
family and to disregard shortcomings to

which he has become accustomed but 
which could discourage buyers." 


Another common error is to try to fully 


recover the cost of home improvements. 
"The seller may not realize that buyers 
may take for granted some of the im- 
provements that he has installed to com- 
bat obsolescence. Similarly, he may be 
reluctant to accept the fact that some 
alterations or improvements are mean- 
ingless to prospective buyers. We know 
of one man who built an elaborate dark- 
room for his photography hobby and 
raised the price of his house several 
thousand dollars when he put it on the 
market He finally had to lower the price 
when he couldn't market his darkroom." 


The real estate executive also noted 


that the seller forgets that buyers have 
been inspecting other homes in the mar- 
ket and they have sophisticated ideas of 
prices and alternatives. They get a pret- 
ty good idea of what's available and 
where the good buys are by shopping 
around. 


Helping the seller to find a price nei- 


ther too high nor too low, based on cur- 
rent and comprehensive information, is 
not all that the Realtor does for his com- 
mission, although it is one of his most 
important functions. 


He is also an advertising expert, a 


sales specialist, a knowledgeable finan- 
cier and a skilled negotiator. 


"The selling job merely begins with 


setting a price. We have to find buyers 
either from our own company's extensive 
lists of names of people looking for 
homes, through the resources we have as 
members of multiple listing services, 
cross country referrals of transferred in- 
dustry personnel, or through intelligent 
and well-planned advertising," said the 
Realtor. 


The professional also knows how to 


prepare and present the product — com- 
monly known as salesmanship. . 


"He is in a position to advise you on 


how to spruce up the homes for prospec- 
tive buyers. He can compile all the infor- 
mation a buyer might want to know 
about the home and the community. 


"Importantly, he can always maintain 


an attitude of professional objectivity. He 
is not emotionally attached to your 
house, overly sensitive to flaws you've 
learned to live with or over-anxious to 
close the deal. It's simply much easier 
for him, as a third party, to discreetly 
pursue a prospect, explore his objections, 
and to interpret his needs and interests 
in a manner that will lead to a favorable 
position." 


Once the prospect has, with the help 


and guidance of a professional Realtor, 
come to the conclusion that the home is 
the best buy he can find for his family, 
there are some important steps still to be 
taken. 


One is negotiating. Rarely will seller 


and buyer agree immediately on price 
and particulars of the sate and the real 
estate broker provides a perfect buffer to 
handle dickering and settling the details 
of an agreement. 


Finally, and obviously, there can't be a 


sale unless the buyer has the "money. 
When, as seller, you take matters into 
your own hands, you have no way to 
"qualify" a prospective buyer and you 
might wind up spinning your wheels over 
a would-be buyer who can't get a loan to 
buy your house. The pro can do this even 
before he takes the prospect to see your 
house^It's also usually easier for him to 
help the buyer to make financial ar- 
rangements because of established con- 
tacts with thrift institutions, unless you 
are planning to finance the purchaser 
yourself. 


Summing up, the Baird & Warner ex- 


ecutive noted the advice of Changing 
Times, the Kiplinger magazine, which 
had this to say in a recent article on the 
subject: "Take care. Selling a house can 
be an intricate transaction. The path is 
strewn with little booby traps, and an 
impressive wad of money is at stake." 


"That's why you should ask yourself 


whether this really is the occasion to 
give rein to your here-let-me-do-it in- 
stincts. Or is it a good time to get all the 
help you can?"

Preservation of the power of local gov- 


ernment- and zoning boards in matter 
such as housing projects and commercial 
and industrial developments was recom- 
mended Aug. 15 by the president of the 
National Association of Real Estate 
Boards. 


Realtor Fred C. Tucker Jr. of In- 


dianapolis, in hearings before the Re- 
publican Platform Committee in Miami, 
urged that any party endorsement of 
pending land use policy bills should not 
approve the intervention of the federal 
government through money and econom- 
ic sanctions in these areas. 


Pointing out that basic Republican doc- 


trine dictates that the power of decision 
in local matters should be reserved to 
local governments, Tucker said that "the 
President in his message to the Congress 
on revenue sharing expressed this doc- 
trine most eloquently when he said that 
it was time to begin to reverse the flow 
of power in America away from the fed- 
eral government and toward local gov- 
ernment." , 


Legislation on land use presently pend- 


ing in Congress, he said, would impose 
economic sanctions on states that did not 
promulgate statewide land use plans, 
which would include the power to reverse 
local zoning decisions. 


THE PRESIDENT OF NAREB, which 


with Realtors and their sales associates, 
represents about 500,000 in real estate, 
said that the most perplexing social 
problem facing this nation today is that 


of the central or so-called inner city and 
that it demands a greater role of state 
and local governments working in part- 
nership with private business, financial 
institutions, and civic leadership. 


He noted that many metropolitan pub- 


lic housing authorities are either in- 
solvent or facing insolvency, that crime 
and vandalism are common problems, 
and that so-called moderate-income sub- 
sidy programs have created concerns in 
many of our communities. 
, "Subsidies to families earning at least 
the median income have generated dis- 
content and disillusionment among the 
millions of American families who have 
made the sacrifices necessary for home 
ownership without subsidies, and cause 
them to wonder what subsidies might 
now be in store for them," he said. 


Tucker, referring to the disturbing 


state of the current subsidy program, 
urged the platform committee to adopt 
planks calling for limiting housing sub- 
sidies to families of low-income, and di- 
recting other efforts to the problem of 
providing greater access to housing, 
without subsidy, through improved tech- 
nology and greater access to the capital 
market by broadening residential lending 
powers for private financial institutions. 


He called for a plank urging provision 


of housing allowances to the needy so 
that such low-income families may com- 
pete in the market place for housing. The

program should be broadened to replace 


most of conventional public housing, 


EMPHASIZING THE importance of 


the platform reflecting the reversal of 
the flow of power from federal to local 
and state officials, he said that dedica- 
tion to this concept must be adopted by 
local officials and the people themselves 
to solve their problems with the financial 
and technical aid — not direction — of 
the federal government. 


Tucker turned to the economic situ- 


ation and the counter-productive device 
of rent control. 


"The current system of rent control 


should be terminated as soon as prac- 
ticable," he said. The platform com- 


mittee should adopt a policy,that 
control be phased out "to be replaced byjj 
the forces of the free, competitive mar*; 
ket which has served our nation so weU{' 
in the past."

Watch For Double Die 1972 Pennies 


During the next four months normal 


numismatic pursuits will hang in limbo 
until most of the newly discovered double 
die 1972 cents have either been found or 
accounted for. Finding one or more could 
spell the difference between a few cents 
and several dollars profit. 


Such a phenomenon doesn't happen too 


often. As a matter of fact, this is the first 
real double die struck since 1955. 


This particular specimen 
resembles 


the 1955 incident almost to the letter. Ex- 
cept for the extreme in degrees of the 
1955 compared with the 1972, the double 
Impression is just as noticeable in the 
latter. No official count is available on 
just how many pieces may have been 
struck, but Coin World estimates any- 
where from 20,000 to 100,000. A total also 
proffered by Mrs. Mary T. Brooks, direc- 
tor of the Mint after an investigation at 
the Philadelphia Mint. 


ACCORDING TO Dr. Alan Goldman, 


assistant director of technology for the 
Bureau, it is possible that two dies are 
involved; one striking a sharp double er- 
ror, and the second doubling to a sesser 
degree but perfectly obvious. 


Since used dies are destroyed about ev- 


ery two months, there is no routine man- 
ner In which the responsible dies that 
created the "freak" can be traced. One 
thing is sure. All remaining dies have 
been checked and, (forgive the pun) 
double-checked against the possibility of 
a similar occurrence. 


A double die is the product of in- 


sesltivlty rather than poor judgment. 
And if the operator lacked that necessary 
touch In the production of one die, it is 
conceivable that the next one he makes, 
especially if it is made the same day, 
will show signs of being similarly out of 
register. This may be the same con- 
clusion Dr. Goldman arrived at when he 
stated it was probable that more than 
one die existed.

pressure. This makes one very small im- 
pression of the design in the working die. 


The holder used originally is rarely, if 


ever, used again during the hubbing pro- 
cess. Each time the two pieces are 
placed on top of the other for ensuing 
strikes, the positive hub design is fitted 
into the negative die impression by the 
operator and placed under the press 
hammer. 


THIS IS THE "turning point." If the 


DOUBLE DIES occur when the ex- 


pression or relief design of the "Hub" is 
being transferred to a negative impres- 
sion on the face of a working die. The 
"Hub" is positive, just like the design on 
a one-cent piece. It is hardened and 
placed face down on the face of a die 
blank to be used in striking the finished 
coin. 


The two pieces, stacked together much 


like placing one drinking glass on top of 
another, are then placed in a holder and 
brought together under 70 some tons of

operator misfeels or misjudges his align- 
ment ever so slightly, the second strike 
starts a second impression in the die 
face. During the third strike, the two 
dies may register in the first impression 
or in the second impression. In either 
event, the finished working die will in- 
variably contain two impressions in 95 
per cent of its impression cavity. A hard 
thing to detect without close examination 
with a glass. 


The Guide Book of United States Coins 


lists the 1955 Double Die Cent at $385. 
Uncirculated. What values will be placed 
on the 1972 Double Die remains to be 
seen. Some retailers are offering it at $50 
but this could change, either way, in the 
next few weeks.

Combine corn 'syrup, water, ginger, lemon juice, orange peel and salt in large 
saucepan. Bring to boil, lower heat and simmer 5 minutes. Pare and core pears from 
blossom end. Add pears to hot syrup; heat to slow boil. Cover and cook slowly, about 
20 minutes, until pears are barely tender, basting occasionally. Lift pears from syrup; 
chill. Measure syrup, add water if necessary to make Vi cup. Turn pudding mix into 
saucepan; stir in milk. Add the Vi cup poaching syrup. Cook over moderate heat, 
stirring constantly, until mixture reaches full boil. (Mixture may look slightly curdled 
but will smooth out before it reaches boiling.) Cover and cool. Beat cream until stiff. 
Fold into cooled pudding and turn into shallow serving dish. Arrange pears in 
pudding.

Weight Watchers Head Chef 


He Dreams Up Recipes For Dieters 


by JEANNE LESEM 


NEW YORK (UPI) -When Franco 


Palumbo calls himself a sloppy chef, 
he's talking about his messy kitchen, not 
his personal appearance. 


It wasn't always so. By the time he 


graduated from high school, the roly-poly 
child had grown into a 240-pound youth, 
five feet, seven. During two years of 
chef's training that followed, he lost 55 
pounds. Diet pills helped. 


In an interview, Palumbo said he 


weighed 190 in 1962 when he went into 
the Army and shipped out to Europe. He 
gained 23 pounds in three weeks there 
and by 1969, he was up to 265 plunds. 


Today, he is a trim 160 and a non-stop 


talker about successful weight control. 
He's also executive chef for the world's 
largest weight reduction organization, 
Weight Watchers International, Inc. 


THE STORY of how he achieved both 


goals sounds like fiction. Palumbo first 
joined a weight reduction class in 1969, 
while he was working as a chef in both a 
restaurant and a bakery on the resort 
island of Martha's Vineyard, Mass. 


He was the only man among 40 women 


but he stayed on the program nine 
months, lost 105 pounds and ended up as 
a lecturer himself. A magazine article 
about him led to the promotion to head 
chef. In that capacity, he develops and 
tests menus, and recipes for a monthly 
newsletter and a girls' camp near 
Poughkeepsie, N.Y. 


"I was a professional dieter," Pa- 


lumbo now says. "Most of our three mil- 
lion members are. They can tell you the 
calorie count of any food at the drop of a 
hat. They've tried the ice cream diet, the 
banana diet, the grapefruit and egg diet, 
the spinach and egg diet." 


HIS CHEF'S job may sound in- 


compatible with either dieting or weight 
maintenance, and not just because of the 
constant availability of food. Any chef 
worth his toque blanche (tall white hat) 


must sample as he cooks. Palumbo said 
he solved that problem long before he 
accepted his present job. He followed a 
friend's advice to use the wine tasting 
technique: taste anything you want but 
don't swallow it. 


Palumbo still hits the lecture trail for 


the parent organization. He said his trips 
have taught him to recognize men's big- 
gest cop-out. Those who travel a lot use 
necessary business entertaining as an ex- 
cuse to overeat. 


"There are few restaurants where you 


can't order something that fits the 
rules," he said. "I ate 21 meals out a 
week for two weeks and lost 14 pounds. 


"ALL RESTAURANTS have tomato 


juice, plain bouillon, fruit cup or melon, 
half a grapefruit, steaks, roast beef, 
chicken, broiled fish. 


"You can order vegetables without but- 


ter and salads without dressing. You can 
have a 3-ounce baked potato or half a 
cup of rice." 


Palumbo himself thinks nothing of tak- 


ing along his own bread — one regular 
slice, halved horizontally — to use for a 
sandwich in a restaurant. 


"If you toast it lightly, you can slice it 


with a serrated-edge knife," he said. 


"You can take your own salad dress- 


ing. I usually carry diet margarine in 
cool weather." 


He also carries packets of onion bouil- 


lon and asks the chef to use it instead of 
butter in broiling fish. 


"You're paying for it when you order 


food prepared without butter. Send it 
back if it comes with butter. Or ask for 
another plate and a linen napkin and use 
the napkin to blot up as much butter as 
you can." 


Palumbo conceded that the napkin 


trick doesn't endear him to restaurant 
staffs, but he gets away with it anyhow.

Beginning 
Tuesday, 
manufacturers 


may add sodium acid pyrophosphate 
(SAPP) to their hot dogs, bologna and 
other cooked sausages to speed the cur- 
ing process, as the result of a recent de- 
cision by the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture (USDA). 


The additive, which has been declared 


safe for this use by the Food and Drug 
Administration of the U.S. Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, will be 
permitted in amounts up to one-half of 
one per cent of the meat product part 0f 
the sausage formula. Data on the addi- 
tive show that SAPP effectively speeds 
the action of curing ingredients, accord- 
ing to officials of USDA's Animal and 
Plant Health Inspection Service. Glucose 
delta lactone, an organic compound, is 
currently approved for this use. 


SAPP is already commonly used in 


baking powders and cake mixes and is 
permitted in such meat products as 
cured hams, bacon, pork loins and cook- 
ed hams to reduce the amount of cooked 
out juices.

It isn't likely that consumers will find 


more and cheaper steaks and beef roasts 
in the grocer's meat counter in the near 
future. 


President Nixon's recent action lifting 


quotas on meat-imports through the end 
of 1972 may result in some increase in 
U.S. meat supplies. But the increase isn't 
likely to come in the form of steaks, 
roasts and other higher priced cuts. 


A board composed of government offi- 


cials, meat officials, people with a vital 
interest in sales and Department of Agri- 
culture experts together estimated the 
amount of what would be available in 
1972 for export to the United States. The 


"guess" or compromise figure arrived at 
was 1,240 million pounds. That comes to 
128 million pounds more than, we im- 
ported last year. The eating appeal of 
this extra meat, less than a pound per 
person, is limited to hamburger and 
frankfurter lovers. 


Most of the imported meat falls into 


the "boneless beef" category, according 
to Brice Kirtley, University of Illinois 
livestock marketing economist. 


"Boneless beef" is the kind used in 


manufacturing hamburger, hot dogs, bo- 
logna, sausage and various other ground 
beef products. 


The extra beef will be imported from 


Australia, New Zealand, both Ireland 
and Northern Ireland, Canada, Mexico 
and a few Central American countries. 
The cattle in all of these countries are 
free of hoof and mouth disease — a con- 
tagious virus disease of cattle that has 
been eradicated in this country. 


The president's action merely removes 


restrictions on how much meat may be 
imported during the rest of the year. 
(Last year we imported 1,112 million 
pounds of manufacturing beef.) Lifting 
the quotas in no way lowers the require- 
ments for health and sanitation that pro- 
ducers wishing to sell beef to the United 
States must meet, according to Kirtley. 


In general, lowering of beef prices as a 


result of this increase of foreign manu- 
facturing beef cannot be predicted. That 
goes for steaks, roasts, pot roasts and 
round steak. In fact, several sources feel 
that prices for these are expected to go 
even higher. So unless you plan to live 
off hamburgers, chili, frankfurters and 
sausage, don't set your hopes on any low- 
ering of meat prices.

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Sallymae Bore's Breakfast Cookies

They're Packed Full Of

You can MDd your children off to 


school with a smile when you serve them 
cookies for breakfast! 


Shocked at such a suggestion? These 


aren't chocolate chip or marshmallow 
cookies, mind you, but nourishing treats 
that contain all the nutrients of a com- 
plete breakfast. 


The cookie* are made by Mrs. Lester 


W. Borg of Arlington Heights for her four 
children: Bill, 18, Susan, 17, Robert, 9, 
and Larry, 8. 


"The younger ones think they are get- 


ting away with something," Sallymae 
Borg chuckled, "but they also love the 
flavor. And the cookies add variety to 
breakfast menus." 


Although Sallymae and her husband, 


Lester, might prefer a hearty breakfast 
of bacon and eggs, they join the children 
in an occasional cookie breakfast and en- 
joy them, too. 


One type of breakfast cookie calls for 


Post Raisin Bran, crisply fried bacon 
bits and an egg mixed into a cookie-like 
batter. The other has Grape Nuts, bacon, 
orange juice concentrate and orange peel 
in its batter. They are baked in the con- 
ventional manner, on cookie sheets in the 
oven. 


As accompaniments, Sallymae serves 


milk and juice or perhaps a bowl of fruit. 


Sallymae has been cooking since she 


was 11 years old, helping out her mother 
who worked while her father was in ser- 
vice during World War II. One recipe 
that has been a favorite of hers for years 
is called simply "Easy Meal." 


"It doesn't sound like anything, but it's 


worth a try," Sallymae explained. "Men 
especially like this casserole and I've 
had great success with it for a targe 
crowd." 


She makes the basic recipe for her 


family and doubles, triples or quadruples 
it when having guests, depending on how 
many are to be served. 


The casserole consists of only four in- 


gredients: cooked Creamettes, canned 
corn, browned ground beef and chopped 
green pepper. Mixed together a day 
ahead, the tasty dish is baked two hours 
before serving. 


"It is a solid-type casserole, but is defi- 


nitely not dry," Sallymae commented. 


Because "Easy Meal" is a complete 


meal-in-one, she suggests fresh apple- 
sauce or a salad and French bread as 
accompaniments. 


Sallymae is an avid recipe collector 


and can't resist clipping and trying new 
recipes. She's also fond of gardening, 
likes to arrange flowers and has taught 
children about planting as a volunteer at 
Kensington School. 


She's also secretary pf the Kensington 


PTA, a member of the Arlington Heights 
Garden Club and will be a cub scout den 
mother this fall. 


BREAKFAST COOKIES 


1 cup all-purpose flour 


(unsifted) 


% cup sugar 
% teaspoon baking soda 
Vi cup crisp, well drained bacon 


bits (8 to 10 slices) 


% cup soft margarine or butter 
l«gg 
2 cups Post Raisin Bran 


Measure into a bowl the flour, sugar 


and soda. Mix and add bacon bits, butter 
and egg. Mix by hand until all in- 
gredients are wen blended. Stir in cereal. 


Drop by tablespoonsful, two inches 


apart, onto an ungreased baking sheet 
Bake at 350 degrees 13 to 15 minutes or 
until cookies are lightly browned but still 
soft. Cool slightly before removing from 


baking sheet. Makes 2 dozen. Store in a 
baggie. Cookies will keep up to two days. 


BREAKFAST COOKIES 


1V4 cups all-purpose flour 


(unsifted) 


2/3 cup sugar 


¥2 cup Grape Nuts cereal 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
% pound bacon, 


cooked and crumbled 


% cup soft-type margarine 
legg 
2 tablespoons frozen orange juice 


concentrate, thawed and undiluted 


1 tablespoon grated orange peel 
Measure flour, sugar, Grape Nuts and 


baking powder into a mixing bowl and 
mix well. Add bacon, margarine, egg, or- 
ange juice concentrate and peel.

Should your travels take you to Port- 


of-Spain, Trinidad, some day, don't miss 
the adventure of eating at Kowloon Res- 
taurant (109 St. Vincent) where a superb 
Cantonese dinner awaits. 


Under the efficient direction of J.Y.K. 


Mack, who met us at the door and upon 
request ordered dinner, the Kowloon 
serves delightful food amidst typical Fu 
Manchu surroundings. 


Our meal started with Trindad prawns, 


lightly sauteed then smothered in a 
creamy white sauce, egg drop soup, de- 
lectable egg rolls; then came the most 
unusual of dishes, a secret recipe of Mr. 
Mack. 


By some legerdemain, whole milk, 


with just enough shredded crab to pro- 
vide subtle flavor, is served in the con- 
sistency of * light omelette, placed on a 
bed of incredibly thin and crisp noodles, 
and garnished with tiny chips of ham. 


We were served three main dishes, 


Chow Kai Kow (chicken), an abalone 
dish and delicious sweet and pungent 
pork, accompanied by fried rice as good 
as 1 have eaten anywhere. 


SWEET AND PUNGENT pork, when 


done correctly, is a genuine treat. In 
fact, among the Chinese, it is said that if 
you have not tasted Niw Goo Yuk, you 
have not lived. 


Preparation followed by quick cooking 


Is a secret with almost any Chinese dish. 
This is done by the chow method, or stir 
frying. 


You'll need % pound pork tenderloin, 1 


large green pepper, 1 small sliced carrot, 
2 rings canned pineapple, garlic powder, 
cornstarch, vinegar, pepper, soy sauce, 
sugar, MSG, Chinese bead molasses, salt 
and 3 cups cooking oil. 


To make ready for the dish, cut the 


pork tenderloin into %-inch cubes or 
%-inch strips. Wash .and seed the green 
pepper and cut into 1-inch pieces. Mix 1 
tablespoon cornstarch with 1 tablespoon 
water and set beside the pan. 


Make the sweet-sour solution by mix- 


ing % cup vinegar, % cup water, dash of 
black pepper, 1V4 teaspoons soy sauce, 5 
tablespoons sugar, Vz teaspoon monoso- 
dium glutamate and garlic powder to 
your taste. If you really like garlic flavor 
use 1 clove minced. 


PUT 3 TABLESPOONS cornstarch, or 


a little more if needed, in a flat pan and 
dredge pork cubes thoroughly. Add 1 ta- 
blespoon sherry very slowly until each 
cube of pork is coated with a thick, 
heavy paste. Heat oil in wok or deep pan 
to 375 degrees and drop in the pork 
cubes. They will float when done. Leave 
in until golden brown, then remove and 
drain on paper toweling. 


Using high heat, put in % teaspoon salt 


and sweet-sour solution and bring to boil. 
Add cornstarch solution and stir until it 
thickens. Next add vegetables and pine- 
apple and stir. Add pork and Chinese 
bead molasses and stir quickly but thor- 
oughly until gravy coats all ingredients. 
Serves 2. 


For Lunch, After School 


With school starting, lunch assumes a 


special importance. For the school-going 
brown bagger, every little nutritional 
plus helps make a better day.

Dough: 
% cup shortening 
1 cup sugar 
2 eggs, well beaten 


3% cups sifted all 


purpose flour 


3 teaspoons baking 


powder 


% teaspoon salt 
1/3 cup milk 
% teaspoon vanilla 
Filling: Drain peaches, reserve syrup. 


Combine peaches, cinnamon, nutmeg and 
syrup in medium size sauce pan. Cook 
over medium heat 15-20 minutes or until 
mixture cooks down to a jam-like con- 
sistency. Remove from heat, stir in wal- 


nuts and lemon juice. Set aside to cool. 


Dough: Cream shortening and sugar. 


Add eggs, mixing well. Sift dry in- 
gredients together and add alternately 
with milk and vanilla. Mix well after 
each addition. Roll dough 1/8-inch thick 
on floured surface.* Cut into 2%-inch 
rounds. Place on lightly greased cooky 
sheet, placing level teaspoon of filling on 
half of rounds and cover with another 
round. Seal edge with tines of fork. Bake 
in 400 degrees F. (hot) oven 15 minutes 
or until lightly browned. 


Yield: Approximately 2% dozen cook- 


ies. 


*If dough becomes difficult to work 


with, refrigerate until it is once again 
firm.

You can combat the war on your pock- 


etbook by how to serve your family nu- 
tritious, interesting meals and still have 
some pennies left over at the end of thf 
week. 


There are many tricks to saving mon- 


ey in food buying. Remember that red 
meat is not the only source of protein. 
Poultry, fish, eggs, cheese, dry beans 
and dry peas are all high in this essential 
nutrient. 


For the money you spend on meat and 


meat substitutes, you get half of the pro- 
tein supplied by your daily food and « 
fourth or more of the food energy, iron, 
vitamin A, the B vitamins — riboflavin 
and thiamin, plus other minerals and 
vitamins. 


As you try some of these main dishes, 


don't forget to plan the rest of the meal 
as well. Besides two or more servings 
daily from the meat group, you should 
include four or more servings from the 
vegetable-fruit group, four or more from 
the bread-cereal group and appropriate 
amounts from the milk group, depending 
on the ages of the people you are feed- 
ing. 


Baked Fish: For six 3-ouuce servings, 


use about 3 pounds fresh or frozen fish. 
Thaw frozen fish or clean, wash and pat 
dry fresh fish. Sprinkle inside with salt 
and pepper and brush with 2 tablespoons 
oil or melted fat. Place in greased 
15x10x1 inch baking pan and bake at 350 
degrees for 45 to 60 minutes or until fish 
flakes easily when tested with a fork. 


Go-Further Hamburgers: Mix 1 


slightly beaten egg, 1/3 cup water, 3 
slices bread crumbs or cubes, % cup 
chopped onion, 1 teaspoon Worcester* 
shire sauce, 1 teaspoon salt and V* tea- 
spoon ground pepper. Add 1 pound 
ground beef and mix thoroughly. Shape 
into 12 thin or 6 thick hamburgers. Heat 
1 tablespoon fat in a heavy frypan over 
moderate heat. 


Brown hamburgers on both sides, turn- 


ing once. Reduce heat and continue cook- 
ing, if needed, until meat is no longer 
pink when a knife is inserted into the 
center. Thin hamburgers take about 8 
minutes total cooking time. Thick ones 
take about 16 minutes. You can also broil 
hamburgers. Cooking time is about the 
same. 


Cheese Rarebit: Combine 1 beaten egg, 


IV* cup milk, 3 cups shredded cheese, 1 
teaspoon Worcestershire sauce and % 
teaspoon dry mustard. Cook over low 
heat, stirring constantly, until cheese 
melts and mixture is slightly thickened. 


Stir in 2 tablespoons chopped pimiento 


and serve immediately on toast or crack- 
ers. Makes six servings, % cup rarebit 
each.

School Lunch Program For Senior Citizens 


by JEANNE LESEM 


Friendship is as important is food in • 


•enior citizen's lunch program in Mas- 
sachusetts schools. 


Social contacts made in school lunch- 


rooms are the real bonus, says Marion L. 
Cronan, who has helped supervise the 
program since its inception as a prepilot 
project in the Brookline school system in 
1968. 


Miss Cronan is director of homemak- 


ing and school food services in the Bos- 
ton suburb. Her district was one of the 
first selected because it had the highest 
percentage in the state of persons 65 
years and older. 


The program is funded by a special 


federal grant to the State Council on Ag- 
ing, and it receives donated foods from 
the U S. Department of Agriculture's 
Food and Nutrition Service. 


As a result, senior citizens pay only SO 


cents per meal. So far, no one in the 
Brookline program has been unable to 
afford this token sum, and Miss Cronan 
is confident that agency assistance could 
be found if needed 


The ability to pay is an important part 


of the program, because it avoids the 
stigma of charity, but Miss Cronan said 
in a letter that she sees other equally 
important social benefits 


BEFORE THE lunch program began, 


some elderly men and women wouldn't 
even dress and leave their rooms during 
the day Now they eagerly don their best 
clothes five days a week to meet new 
friends over a hot lunch at school 


A similar reaction is reported from 


other cities that have tried the program, 
including Sante Fe, N M, Eau Claire, 
Wis , and Avon, Conn In Santa Fe, sev- 
eral friendships even led to marriage. 


A growing number of cities provide 


home delivery of meals for the elderly, 
but Miss Cronan feels that eating togeth- 
er in school lunchrooms has several ad- 
vantages over the other system. 


For one thing, the aged enjoy watching 


the children whose lunch hour precedes 
theirs and the youngsters relate well to 
the older group Miss Cronan said she 
thinks the young people respond better to 
the elderly than they do to many mid- 
dleaged persons, who may represent the 
authority of parents or teachers. 


The Brookime project attracts outside 


visitors 


"Schools of nursing send students who 


are studying geriatrics," she wrote. 
"Students in public health or nutrition of- 
ten visit, and people from other commu- 
nities come to see how it works " 


A representative from the Brookline 


Multiservice Senior Center is there daily 
to chat informally with the men and 
women She refers those with medical 
problems to the health department or 
sends a visiting nurse to their homes. 
She has helped some find new living 
quarters and she arranges psychiatric 
and social help for those who need it. 


MANY OLDER persons' eating habits 


are notoriously poor, but Miss Cronan 
said the program quickly demonstrated 
that some of the elderly are' eager to 
learn about good nutrition 


She added that older people generally 


tend to eat too much bread, cereals and 
sweets and too little meat, fish, poultry, 
fruit and vegetables. One woman told 
Miss Cronan that her lunch, before the 
school program was launched, had con- 
sisted of an English muffin and coffee at 
a fast food service restaurant The cost 
was 40 cents — only 10 cents less than 
she now pays for a full hot meal. 


The school program is continued dur- 


ing the summer session, but five meals a 
week during the school year isn't ade- 
quate, in Miss Cronan's view, and she 
hopes the Older Americans Act of Con- 
gress- soon will make possible delivery of 
meals to the housebound and those on 
special diets She'd also like to see it ex- 
pand to include breakfast and-or supper 


"Schools should be open to serve the 


community — not just for children — but 
also adults at all hours," she wrote. "We 
have an obligation to care for those who 
need our service, to provide adequate nu- 
trition In attractive surroundings, season- 
ed tp give pleasure to the palate and 
warmth and joy to the heart "

Increase Your 


Grocery Bill 


Increased food prices do account for 


some of the increased spending at the 
supermarket, say University of Illinois 
Family Economists Jeanne L, Hafstrom. 
and Marilyn M. Dunsing, but don't forget 
those nonfood items you buy there. 


Sales of soaps, health and beauty aids, 


paper products, alcoholic beverages, to- 
bacco, and pet food represented more 
than one-fourth (27.7 per cent) of the val- 
ue of grocers' sales in 1970, This means 
that the average $20 grocery bill includes 
$5.54 worth of nonfood items. 


Consumers spent $21.8 billion at the 


grocery store for nonfood items in 1970 — 
10 per cent more than they spent in 1969. 
By comparison, for food purchases con- 
sumers spent $56.9 billion in 1970 for 6V4 
per cent more than they spent In 1969. 


THE ECONOMISTS point out that 


meat, poultry and fish sales together ac- 
counted for about 26 per cent of grocery 
store sales in 1970. By comparison, non- 
food items accounted for 28 per cent of 
the grocery store sales that year. The 
average grocery store manager can 
count on taking in about as much money 
from sales of housewares and household 
supplies (including paper products) as he 
receives from dairy products, and more 
money from pet food than eggs.

Tomato aspic merely calls for the 


blending of tomato juice and unflavored 
gelatine, plus a bit of lemon juice and 
Tabasco for flavor heightening. Prac- 
tically two-ingredient easy, it might be 
varied by adding diced celery and green 
pepper and shredded cabbage or by 
sliced stuffed olives and diced cucumber. 


Four servings of aspic require an enve- 


lope of unflavored gelatine and a scant 
two cups of tomato juice. The envelope 
of gelatine is softened in % cup of cold 
tomato juice, and only this amount of the 
aspic mixture is placed over hot water or 
over low, direct heat and stirred until the 
gelatine dissolves. The remaining, sea- 
soned cold tomato juice is added and the 
aspic is ready to be chilled until firm. 


If solid ingredients are to be added, the 


gelatine-tomato mixture is first chilled to 
the consistency of unbeaten egg white. 
This slight chilling prevents the diced 
vegetables from rising to the top or sink- 
ing to the bottom of the mold.

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Flood Loss Loan 
Money May Come 
Within 2 Weeks 


Officials of the federal Small Business 


Administration (SBA) told victims of the 
Aug. 25 flood at a disaster assistance 
meeting Tuesday in Elk Grove Village 
they may receive low-cost loans within 
two weeks after applying for the aid. 


Some 125 homeowners and business- 


men from the Elk Grove Village and 
Schaumburg areas attended the meeting 
at Grove Junior High School to find out 
who was eligible for the loans and how to 
apply for them. 


"Anyone who has suffered a loss or 


damage to property is eligible for the 
loans regardless of income or economic 
level," Freeman Christiansen, of the re- 
gional SBA office, said. 


He said the assistance is available to 


homeowners, 
including mobile home 


owners, churches and nonprofit organiza- 
tions as well as businessmen. 


Both Cook and DuPage counties were 


declared a disaster area last week by the 
SBA, qualifying persons who suffered 
losses from flooding for low-interest, 
long-term loans to restore or replace 
damaged property not covered by insur- 
ance. 


"The SBA loans are not like insurance, 


in that insurance pays only enough to re- 
place property in like condition before it 
was damaged," Christiansen said. '-With 
the SBA loan, a person can get the 
amount of money required to replace the 
damaged property if it can't be repair- 
ed." 


Christiansen warned that upgrading 


property was not allowed, and the loan 
must be used to repair only flood dam- 
age.

A homeowner may be eligible for loans 


up to $50,000 for damage to real estate 
and $10,000 to repair or replace house- 
hold goods and personal property. How- 
ever the total amount loaned to cover 
both real estate and personal property 
losses may not exceed $55,000. 


Disaster business loans may be as 


much as $500,000. The interest rate for 
the loans is 1 per cent over 30 years. 


Christiansen said small businesses also 


can make claims to the SBA for econom- 
ic injury and loss of business because of 
the flooding. 


It is important to show proof of dam- 


age, Christensen said. He said this could 
be done with estimates for repair or re- 
placement by reputable contractors, old 
bills or pictures of damage. 


Bills or invoices for repairing or re- 


placing property should be kept as proof 
of purchase. 


Christiansen said loans must be used 


for the specific purpose for which they 
are intended. For example, a $400 loan 
for a home freezer must be used for a 
freezer. He added that persons could be 
tried in civil court and fined 1% times 
the amount of the loan for using the loan 
for a purpose other than what was in- 
tended. 


He added that if after all the bills were 


paid, the loss was overestimated, the 
borrower was obligated to return the rest 
of the money to the government. 


The SBA loans also have a blanket 


"forgiveness" of $5,000, which means the 
first $5,000 is a grant and will not have to 
be repaid. 


An SBA disaster office has been set up 


at the Addison Village Hall, 130 W. Army 
Trail Rd., to answer residents' questions 
or to help fill out loan applications. The 
telephone number is 543-4100. Businesses 
and individuals have one year after the 
disaster to apply for assistance. 


The SBA has held other meetings on 


disaster relief this week in Arlington 
Heights, Des Plaines and Rolling Mead- 
ows.

83 in Des Plaines, but Des 
Plaines has objected to building the plant 
on the site on the grounds it would alter 
the environment. 


GEORGE CRAWFORD, who has lived 


on Shadywood Lane for the past 8Vz 
years, told the trustees there was no 
problem with sewage and flooding until 
apartment complexes sprung up around 
his neighborhood. 


"If we continue to build without mak- 


ing provision to handle sewage and 
drainage, we will never solve our prob- 
lems," Crawford said. 


He asked the board when he could ex- 


pect some relief from flooding and not 
wonder everytime a rain cloud appeared 
in the sky if the water was going to rise 
in his basement. 


"My neighbors and I can't sustain loss- 


es like this summer on a monthly basis," 
he said.

The Dist. 54 resolution cails for the Illi- 


nois Association of School Boards to sup- 
port legislation "to allow by general ref- 


erendum the inhabitants of five or more 
school districts representing a combined 
total of 50,000 or more students to estab- 
lish their own educational service re- 
gion." 


An educational service region is re- 


sponsible for teacher certification, life 
safety inspections, and high school de- 
gree equivalency examinations. A ser- 
vice region also provides data processing 
service, mass buying power and serves 
as a clearing house for paperwork going 
to the state superintendent.

She typi- 
fied the attitude of most of the 214 resi- 
dents — everyone has a joke up their 
sleeve for Paul Hauer, executive secre- 
tary of the home. 


Lately the mood at the home has been 


especially bright — the annual festival 
will be held Sunday. 


Preparation for the festival begins 


nearly a year in advance for those who 
make gifts to sell. The arts and crafts 
shop in the basement of the home takes 
on the aura of Santa's workshop. 


AMONG THE ELVES in the workshop 


is Laura Quinn, formerly of Mount Pros- 
pect. 


"I'm always busy here —. all year 


long," she said as she glued eyes on a 
pin cushion owl she will be selling Sun- 


day. Residents get half fche cost of each 
article they make, the other half of the 
cost goes to pay for the materials. 


Mrs. Quinn is also busy working on a 


rug for a friend. While the festival is the 
big day for selling crafts, orders are tak- 
en year around. 


"I can finish a rug quickly if I want 


to," said Mrs. Quinn. "But sometimes I 
get lazy." 


BETWEEN 20 AND 25 residents are 


regulars at the arts and crafts workshop, 
which is under the direction of Viola 
Schwanke. Crafts range from pin cush-

ions to tree ornaments to decorative 
hangers to crochet and embroidery proj- 
ects. 


A secondary crafts workshop on the 


second floor provides activities for resi- 
dents with disabilities which prevent 
them from going to the basement work- 
shop. About half of the residents need 
some type of regular care. 


For those who are not craft-oriented, 


the Home provides pool tables, lunges, 
TV sets, libraries and other on-going ac- 
tivities for the residents. Trips are regu- 
larly scheduled to plays, churches, shop- 
ping centers and private homes. 


Other activities are provided by over 


75 adult and about 20 teenage volunteers. 
Besides providing exercise and lip read- 
ing classes, volunteers provide drivers 
and a store on wheels for residents. 


THE STORE, which travels from floor 


to floor on Wednesdays, provides person- 
alized service for those residents who 
would like something special. 


"Volunteers provide about 800 hours a 


month to the Home," said Winnie Stew- 
art, head of the volunteer service. 


"The philosophy here is to enjoy life to 


the fullest," said Hauer. "This is a 
home, not a medical facility. We ask our 
new residents what capabilities 
they 


have, not what is wrong with them." 


The Home is a popular place — there 


are over 300 people on the waiting list, 
compared to about 60 four years ago. 
Even when the new $2.6 million addition 
is finished late this year, there will still 
be a waiting b'st. 


"THE NEW ADDITION provides for 


126 private rooms," said Hauer. "We are 
about a generation behind in our building 
program." 


Because of the space limitations, only 


Lutherans are presently being admitted 
to the Home, since it is run and sup- 
ported by the Missouri Synod Lutheran 
Congregations in Chicago and Northern' 
Illinois. Ability to pay, however is not a 
condition for residence. 


"It costs about $430 per month to live 


here, which includes everything from 
barber shop expenses to medicine," said 
Hauer. "People pay as long as they can, 
and the church supports them after 
that." 


While the minimum age of residents is 


60 years, and the average age is about 86 
years, the oldest resident, Albert Wehrs, 
celebrated his 96th birthday this week. 


"This is a swell place to live," said 


Wehrs, who enjoys reading U.S. News 
and World Report in his room which is 
now filled with birthday cards. Wehrs 
figures he's been living in the Home for 
12 years. 


"ON MY 10«th BIRTHDAY I'm going 


to take everyone to Washington and have 
fireworks and open a bottle .of 7-Up," 
Wehrs said. 


While Hauer is used to the constant 


joking of his family, the Rev. G. F. Bar- 
thel who has been the chaplain of the 
home for two months, still has lots to 
learn. Clara Behm sprung'another one on 
him yesterday. 


"Reverend, you haven't asked me 


what church I'm from yet," she said. 
Rev. Barthel immediately asked what 
church she was from — very seriously, 
almost ashamed at the oversight. 


"I'm from a round church — where the 


Devil can't hide in any corners," she 
said, giggling. 


Everyone in hearing distance laughed 


and Barthel said "as long as we all can 
laugh and be happy there's hope." 


And it is home — with a capital H. 


Village. He is the third son in a family of 
six boys. 


Mike was an honor student at Elk 


Grove High School. He was a member of 
the Nation Honor Society, Key Club, Var- 
sity Club, Aquatic Club and Ecology 
Club. His hobby is swimming and he has 
been swimming competitively since he 
was 7 years old. 


Mike will enter Harper College this

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Day Vs. Village 
Suit Is Settled 
Out Of Court

An out-of-court settlement has been 


reached in the $500,000 suit filed by Don 
Day, former TORCH Mental Health Clin- 
ic director, against the Village of Wheel- 
ing. 


Day brought the suit last year charg- 


ing his constitutional rights were violated 
when he was arrested in May, 1970, 
charged with contributing to the delin- 
quency of three minors. Charges against 
Day were dropped at the request of the 
state's attorney's office. 


AFTER THE charges against him 


were dropped, Day filed suit against Po- 
lice Chief M. 0. Horcher, Village Trustee 
Michael Valenza, former Wheeling po- 
liceman Ted Homeyer and the village. 
He charged there was a conspiracy

The suit was settled after Day's suit 


had been dismissed twice in federal dis- 
trict court because of a tort immunity 
act relating to municipalities. 


Perry Fuller, attorney for the village's 


insurance company, said the settlement 
was "a very pragmatic one." He said 
Day was given $2,500, the amount- 
estimated it would cost if Day appealed 
the court's decision. 


"In street parlance it would probably 


be called go-home money," Fuller said. 


Fuller added the terms of the settle- 


ment expressly provide the defendants 
do not admit any liability in the case. 


JAMES C. HICKMAN, Day's attorney, 


said he had filed notice of appeal of the 
decision when the settlement offer came. 
He added that Day was at his weakest 
point in the proceedings when the settle- 
ment was offered. 


According to Hickman, part of the set- 


tlement was to quash all of the police 
records of Day's arrest. This is not un- 
usual since the case was stricken with 
leave to reinstate, and was therefore in- 
terpreted as a decision in favor of the 
defendant. ' 


The suit originated from charges filed 


against Day in May, 1970, alleging that 
he contributed to the delinquency of 
three minors. The three were living with 
Day, who was operating an unofficial 
home for boys at the time. 


The village had charged that Day 


allowed minors to live in his Wheeling 
home without consent of their parents or 
a court, that he did not properly super- 
vise them, and that he allowed them to 
associate with known drug users. 


AFTER SEVERAL continuances, the 


charges agaist Day were dropped be- 
cause the state would not prosecute. 


Day, who had also been working as the 


director of the Young Adult Education 
program at Wheeling High School, was 
not rehired when his contract terminated 
in June, 1970. Day charged the publicity 
surrounding his arrest and trial made it 
difficult for him to find another job. 


After 4Vz months of unemployment, 


Day was hired as the coordinator of a 
program for socially maladjusted stu- 
dents at Tinley Park High School.

Covelli Will Hold Hearing 


Parties involved in the long-standing 


Cambridge subdivision drainage dispute 
will appear before Cook County Circuit 
Judge Daniel Covelli at a hearing this 
afternoon. 


It is expected 
a representative of 


Chesterfield Builders will tell the court 
that work on the temporary drainage 
system ordered three weeks ago has 
been completed. 


The court will also review engineer's 


recommendations for easements for an 
underground storm sewer system in the 
area. 


AT A HEARING three weeks ago, 


Judge Covelli ruled the drainage system 
in use was not adequately draining the 
area and was partially responsible for 
the serious flooding that occurred during 
heavy rains earlier this summer. 


The drainage system was built as part 


of an agreement among Buffalo Grove, 
Wheeling, three developers and some pri- 
vate citizens. The agreement supposedly 
ended a series of lawsuits over flooding 


in the area. 


The suit was reopened after the tem- 


porary drainage system did not alleviate 
flooding in the Cambridge subdivision 
and on Jackson Drive. 


Judge Covelli ordered temporary im- 


provements in the drainage system until 
a permanent system could be installed. 
These improvements included the remov- 
al of a dam built by Harold Haar, which 
blocked the drainage of,water from the 
drainage ditch that runs behind Jackson 
Drive.

"Smile, Clara," said Paul Hauer. 
Clara thought about it for a while, 


looked at him with a twinkle in her eye 
that brightened her whole wrinkled face. 
"How much will you give me?" was her 
reply. 


Clara Behm is a resident of the Luther- 


an Home and Service for the Aged, 800 
W. Oakton, Arlington Heights. She typi- 
fied the attitude of most of the 214 resi- 
dents — everyone has a joke up their 
sleeve for Paul Hauer, executive secre- 
tary of the home. 


Lately the mood at the home has been 


especially bright — the annual festival 
will be held Sunday. 


Preparation for the festival begins 


nearly a year in advance for those who 


make gifts to sell. The arts and crafts 
shop in the basement of the home takes 
on the aura of Santa's workshop. 


AMONG THE ELVES in the workshop 


is Laura Quinn, formerly of Mount Pros- 
pect. 


"I'm always busy here — all year 


long," she said as she glued eyes on a 
pin cushion owl she will be selling Sun- 
day. Residents get half the cost of each 
article they make, the other half of the 
cost goes to pay for the materials. 


Mrs. Quinn is also busy working on a 


rug for a friend. While the festival is the 
big day for selling crafts, orders are tak- 
en year around. 


"I can finish a rug quickly if I want 


to," said Mrs. Quinn. "But sometimes I 
get lazy." 


BETWEEN 20 AND 25 residents are 


regulars at the arts and crafts workshop, 
which is under the direction of Viola 
Schwanke. Crafts range from pin cush- 
ions to tree ornaments to decorative 
hangers to crochet and embroidery proj- 
ects. 


A secondary crafts workshop on the 


second floor provides activities for resi- 
dents with disabilities which prevent 
them from going to the basement work- 
shop. About half of the residents need 
some type of regular care. 


For those who are not craft-oriented, 


the Home provides pool tables, lunges, 
TV sets, libraries and other on-going ac- 
tivities for the residents. Trips are regu- 
larly scheduled to plays, churches, shop- 
ping centers and private homes.

River Trails Dist. 26 officials are still 


waiting for the go-ahead from state offi- 
cials to apply for funds for a new school 
to house students at the Maryville Acade- 
my in Des Plaines, Supt. Thomas War- 
den said Tuesday. 


Warden said he talked to Governor 


Richard B. Ogilvie's office about two 
weeks ago concerning progress on the 
plans for the new school. "They didn't 
encourage me it (progress) would be 
real hasty," Warden said. 


The school district has applied to the 


state for approval that an "emergency" 
situation exists in the district. If the 
slate decides that an emergency exists, 
Dist. 26 can apply for funds under a new 
law which authorizes state funds for 
school buildings when a nonpublic school 
' 
closes resulting in an increased enroll- 
ment by five per cent or more to a public 
school district. Such an "emergency" oc- 
curred in Dist. 26 in 1968 when Catholic 
Charities announced it could no longer 
afford to educate the Maryville children, 
who are wards of the state. 


Dist. 26 notified the Governor's Office 


of Human Resources of its request for 
"emergency" status for Maryville sev- 
eral weeks ago. Warden said he con- 
tacted the governor's office about seven 
or eight days after the first request, but 


received no reply. He said he plans to 
wait a few more days before he calls 
again. "I'd rather not pressure them and 
jeopardize the program," Warden said. 


ACCORDING TO Warden, the gover- 


nor's office is now in the process of form- 
ing a committee to study the district's 
request. Once an emergency is declared, 
the district plans to apply for funds to 
t h e Capital Financing Development 
Board, Warden said. The development 
board recently replaced 
the Illinois 


School Building Commission (ISBC). 


At present, there are three locations 


being considered for the new school. The 
primary site being considered, according 
to Warden, is the four-acre site near the 
River Trails Park District building on 
Burning Bush Lane. Another possibility Is 
to lease the land for the new school from 
Maryville Academy. To do this, however, 
Warden would have to consult with the 
state education office. .The lease would 
also have to be approved by John Car- 
dinal Cody, Archbishop of Chicago. 


Another site possibility is a parcel of 


land owned by the Northern Illinois Gas 
Co. in the Dist. 26 area. This possibility 
is a "remote one" according to Warden, 
however, because it would require nego- 
tiations and possible condemnation of the 
land. 


agreed to sell the remaining 19 acres to 
the River Trails Park District. 


Jack Gilligan, PHIA president, said he 


sent a letter to the village board yester- 
day listing PHIA's three objections. "We 
are not objecting to the entire devel- 
opment, just to certain issues," Gilligan 
said. 


Gilligan said PHIA is "concerned that 


the intent of the village's ordinance on 
density is being candidly violated." 


KENROY OFFICIALS want to build a 


$20 million condominium development on 
the 19 acres and have included the park 
district's acreage in their plans. Without 
including the park land, the average 
number of living units per acre would be 
more than the village allows. 


The PHIA is also objecting to an in- 


crease in flooding which may be caused 
by the development, according to Gilli- 
gan. "They are building right in the 
middle of the flood plain of McDonald 
Creek," Gilligan said. He said PHIA offi- 
cials fear the proposed retention basin 
for the development, which would be lo- 
cated on the park district's portion of the 
site, would not be sufficient. 


The other PHIA objection is the pos- 


sible increase of traffic on Alton Road. 
However, Kenroy officials have already 
said they would not use the road for ac- 
cess to the development. 


Gilligan said if the three causes of the 


PHIA's objections were eliminated, the 
association would be in favor of the de- 
velopment. "Then we would have no sub- 
stantial objection and no real argu- 
ment," he said. 


The village board will consider the 


Kenroy annexation petition at a pre- 
annexation hearing next Tuesday. "We 
have faitli in the judgment of Mount 
Prospect's officials," Gilligan said. "We 
just thought we had to point out to them 
that we are concerned." 


Other activities are provided by over 


75 adult and about 20 teenage volunteers. 
Besides providing exercise and lip read- 
ing classes, volunteers provide drivers 
and a store on wheels for residents. 


THE STORE, which travels from floor 


to floor on Wednesdays, provides person- 
alized service for those residents who 
would like something special. 


"Volunteers provide about 800 hours a 


month to the Home," said Winnie Stew- 
art, head of the volunteer service. 


"The philosophy here is to enjoy life to 


the fullest," said Hauer. "This is a 
home, not a medical facility. We ask our 
new residents what capabilities they 
have, not what is wrong with them." 


The Home is a popular place — there 


are over 300 people on the waiting list, 
compared to about 60 four years ago. 
Even when the new $2.6 million addition 
is finished late this year, there will still 
be a waiting list. 


"THE NEW ADDITION provides for 


126 private rooms," said Hauer. "We are 
about a generation behind in our building 
program." 


Because of the space limitations, only 


Lutherans are presently being admitted 
to the Home, since it is run and sup- 
ported by the Missouri Synod Lutheran 
Congregations in Chicago and Northern 
Illinois. Ability to pay, however is not a 
condition for residence. 


"It costs about $430 per month to live 


here, which includes everything from 
barber shop expenses to medicine," said 
Hauer. "People pay as long as they can, 
and the church supports them after 
that." 


While the minimum age of residents is 


60 years, and the average age is about 86 
years, the oldest resident, Albert Wehrs, 
celebrated his 96th birthday this week. 


"This is a swell place to live," said 


Wehrs, who enjoys reading U.S. News 
and World Report in his room which is 
now filled with birthday cards. Wehrs 
figures he's been living in the Home for 
12 years. 


"ON MY 100th BIRTHDAY I'm going 


to take everyone to Washington and have 
fireworks and open a bottle of 7-Up," 
Wehrs said. 


While Hauer is used to the constant 


joking of his family, the Rev. G. F. Bar- 
thel who has been the chaplain of the 
home for two months, still has lots to 
learn. Clara Behm sprung another one on 
him yesterday. 


"Reverend, you haven't asked me 


what church I'm from yet," she said. 
Rev. Barthel immediately asked what 
church she was from — very seriously, 
almost ashamed at the oversight. 


"I'm from a round church — where the 


Devil can't hide in any corners," she 
said, giggling. 


Everyone in hearing distance laughed 


and Barthel said "as long as we all can 
laugh and be happy there's hope." 


And it is home — with a capital H.

in the Addison city hall, 130 W. Army 
Trail Rd. in Addison, or to call that of- 
fice at 543-4100. 


Riley said that loans up to $50,000 were 


available and he reiterated the "forgive- 
ness" clause which earmarks loans up to 
$5,000 as interest free and non-repayable. 


"The first $5,000 is going to be a gift," 


he told the audience. 


A spokesman from the U.S. Dept. of 


Housing and Urban Development (HUD) 
said that residents with federally-guaran- 
teed mortgages could, if they wished, de- 
fer their September and October mort- 
gage payments.

Set Target Date 
On Waste Report 


The Arlington Heights Environmental 


Control Commission (ECO has decided 
to delay their solid waste report and rec- 
ommendation for at least another two 
weeks. The new target date is Sept. 20. 


The delay comes in the wake of two 


tardy reports which ECC members say 
have a great bearing on their final rec- 
ommendation. Both reports, one by an 
engineering firm and one by the village 
engineering department, were promised 
for Labor Day. 


"We feel it is wiser to tread water than 


to come up with a recommendation with- 
out having all the data we need," said 
ECC Chairman Edward C. Kokkelen- 
berg. The final recommendation was 
originally expected to come up for a vote 
tonight. 


"THE VILLAGE is paying $7,000 for 


the Harza (engineering company) study, 
and we may as well wait another week 
or two for the findings," said Kokkelen- 
berg. The village engineering depart- 
ment will do a feasibility study of adding 
landfill area adjacent to the present Ar- 
lington Heights landfill, including the 
cost and availability of the land. 


Nearly a month ago a subcommittee of 


the commission recommended that solid 
waste disposal in the village be done by 
means of landfilling 
the waste. In 


January, the village administration rec- 
ommended a $4.5 million incinerator be 
built to dispose of solid waste. 


ECC members are expected to take a 


formal position Sept. 20 on the adminis- 
tration's proposal to build a 600-ton re- 
*use incinerator near the landfill. 


Under the new schedule, a beginning 


teacher with a Bachelor's Degree in Dist. 
21 would make $7,820 compared to $7,725 
last year. A teacher at the other end of 
the schedule, with a master's degree and 
30 extra hours of college courses, will 
make $14,705, compared to $14,137 last 
year. 


THE BIGGEST increase in the district, 


however, came to teachers in the middle 
of the scale. This procedure was used in 
distributing the money to try to get 
teachers to work toward getting more 
college credits. 


For instance, if a teacher had a B.A.. 


degree and nine years experience at the 
end of last year, he would have made a» 
extra S413 if he earned no extra college 
credits. 


With this year's distribution and raise 


the teacher would have made ahnost- 
$1,000 more, if he completed 15 extra 
hours. 


According to Margo Richter, chairman 


of the WFC negotiating team and presi- 
dent of that organization the move is to 
motivate teachers to get back to school 
and not to rest on past performances. 


Miss Richter said the committee also 


worked on the new salary schedule to 
have the best possible scale for all teach- 
ers. She said the goal of the committee 
was to try to please everyone. 


THE 
S A L A R Y 
committee had 


$3,825,352 to divide among the 380 teach- 
ers in the district for one year. The total" 
amount was an increase of 6 per cent 
over last year. 


The schedule will be given to the. 


school board next Thursday night for ac-' 
ceptance. However, the new payroll was 
fed into the computer Tuesday so teach- 
ers could receive raises on their first 
checks next week. 


If, for some reason, the WFC or the- 


board should vote against the salary- 
schedule as it has been presented, the 
necessary adjustments will be made in 
future checks. 


This is unlikely to happen, however, 


since both groups are expected to accept; 
the proposal.

iRajidall Rathjen was the only trustee 


who said he did not support Armstrong's 
decision to keep his public office. 


Another challenge by William Francis 


came when discussion began on reconsid- 
eration of the Chesterfield Builders Pro- 
montory West Development. Francis said 
Armstrong's participation in a discussion 
concerning a builder was a conflict of 
interest. Francis was also with several 
members of the Concerned Citizens for 
Buffalo Grove. 


ARMSTRONG directed the board to re- 


turn to business on the agenda, but an- 
other member of the citizens group again 
interrupted when the trustees began re- 
viewing a request for a zoning variation 
from Richard J. Brown, developer of the 
Cambridge On-the-Lake development. He 
also charged that Armstrong had a con- 
flict of interest in the issue. 


Again, Armstrong said he didn't agree 


and discussion on the matter proceeded. 
Village Atty. Richard Raysa said there 
was nothing illegal about Armstrong par- 
ticipating. 


"If it came to the point where he had 


to vote on something of this nature, 
directly affecting Otis, he would with- 
draw and not participate," Raysa said. 


"Then he's not fulfilling his obligation 


as village president," Francis said, "I 
submit this is a competitive situation and 
it could have an effect." 


"THIS IS ridiculous," Raysa answered. 


"He has the right to work for whomever 
he wants to workfor." 


After leaving the room to confer for 


several minutes, most of the group re- 
turned and sat quietly until the board 
disposed of the rest of the agenda. 


Armstrong then asked if there were 


any questions from the audience. Dennis 
Dorsey asked the trustees to elaborate on 
their feelings about Armstrong's dual 
role. 


"The way I look at it, the development 


has been approved by the village prior to 
his employment," said Trustee Ed Fab- 
ish, "The builder has to conform to the. 
building inspector codes and the whole 
routine. If the builder has to come before 
the board for a variation, say on signs, 
the president cannot act at all on the 
project or it would be a conflict." 


A MAN IN the audience asked if not 


voting on matters concerning the Otis de- 
velopment, would mean Armstrong was 
not fulfilling his job as village president. 


Raysa said, "First of all, if the statute 


had intended for him to participate in 
everything, it would have given him a 
vote. The statute does not give him a 


vote except in certain instances." 


Answering the charge that Armstrong 


could control the board's decisions even 
though he could not always vote, Fabish 
said, "He controls the meeting, not the 
voting. He has the right to run the meet- 
ing." 


Francis asked if a problem might 


arise, should a village building inspector 
find something wrong with the Otis de- 
velopment later that could cost the vil- 
lage a lot of money. 


"The inspector is hired by the village 


president and the board and they're pay- 
ing for his wife and children's food," 
Francis said, "Wouldn't that affect his 
decision?" 


"HE HAS NO decision," Fabish said, 


"Either the codes are enforced or they're 
not, and if he doesn't enforce them, he's 
out of a job." 


"The responsibility of enforcing village 


codes falls with my office," said Village 
Mgr. Dan Larson. 


Trustee Tom Mahoney explained it 


takes five trustees to fire Larson. 


Francis then asked if Armstrong's pri- 


or knowledge about a possible change in 
the building code might not give his em- 
ployer an advantage over other devel- 
opers. 


"I DON'T THINK we really know until 


we discus*1 it how we're going to vote on 
much of anything," Tom Mahoney said, 
"We have a very inconsistent voting 
record. "If it were a relatively routine 
change that was non-controversial and 
no trustee had a /significant reason to> 
oppose it, I don't see how that would give 
one developer a particular advantage 
over another developer." 


"We already have a preannexation 


agreement executed that fixes rights and 
every problem that is likely to come up 
for dispute in the coming years while the 
development is being built," Mahoney 
said. 


"I do think we have a very com- 


prehensive — and from the point of view 
of the village — very fair preannexation 
agreement with Otis," he added. 


"IN MY OPINION, the heart of the

"If the individual lacks integri- 
ty and is self-serving and he is deter- 
mined to gain for himself at the expense 
of his public trust, he can and likely will 
betray that public trust. By contrast, if 
an individual does have proper motiva- 
tion and does take seriously his oath of 
office, then I believe he is not going to 
act other than in the best interest of his 
public trust. In the case of Mr. Arm- 
strong, speaking for myself, I have com- 
plete confidence in hs integrity and this I 
think is the over-riding circumstance in 
any possible conflict of interest situ- 
ation." 


"We're not questioning Mr. Arm-' 


strong's integrity in any shape, form or 
fashion," Ray Mahoney said, "but If 
Gary's best interest lies with this village, 
why would he subject us to any possible 
conflict of interest? Why should we take 
the chance?" he said, rising to his feet 
and shotting.

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Motel Guests Could Have 
To Pay A 'Special Tax' 


Overnight guests in Palatine motels 


will have to come up with extra change 
If a proposed tax on motel occupants is 
adopted by the Palatine Village Board. 


Village trustees gave informal approv- 


al Tuesday night to the imposition of a 3 
per cent tax on motel occupants. The 
matter will be further discussed at the 
next board meeting, Monday night. 


The rationale for the tax: "The people 


who occupy hotels and motels have a 
reason, and a right, to expect the same 
services that the village provides to its 
residents," said Village Mgr. Berton G. 
Braun. 


Those services include fire and police 


protection and road maintenance, he said 
— services which motel guests currently 
are provided but for which they do not 
pay. 


AN ADDITIONAL reason, Braun said, 


Is to diversify the village's revenue 
structure — to obtain funds without rais- 
ing the taxes of residents. He estimated 
$25,000 a year could be obtained through 
a motel tax. 


Motel managers, however, take strong 


exception to the proposed tax. They say 
the're already paying taxes to the vil- 
lage, and by having to charge guests an 
addition al 3per cent, the motels will lose 
prospective occupants to motels in near- 
by communities and unincorporated Pal- 
atine Township. 


"You'd be surprised how many people 


would drive two miles to save a nickel," 
said Mrs. Peter Samatas, whose husband 
owns the Bel Air Motel, 536 E. Northwest 
Hwy. 


Passers-by seeking a motel "would 


rather spend the gas looking for a cheap- 
er room than give the 50 cents or dollar 
to you," Mrs Samatas said. 


Most of the four small motels in Pala- 


tine like the Bel Air charge guests $10 a 
night for a single room. With the 5 per 
cent state tax, the bill now comes to 
$10.50. Adoption of a 3 per cent municipal 
tax would add 30'cents onto that total. 


"THAT'S TOO much," says Mrs. Matt 


Rieder, owner of The Haven Motel, 600 
E. Northwest Hwy. "Who can 
afford 


that? Five per cent is already too 
much." 


Mrs. Rieder said potential guests 


would go "to Arlington Heights or Des 
Plaines or someplace else where they 
don't have the tax." 


Added Josephine Hughes, an owner of 


the Palatine Ridge Motel, 320 N. North- 
west Hwy.: "I don't think they'll go for 
it."

Dog lovers seem to like the idea of cats 


being licensed. But they generally don't 
like the $15 fee that might be attached to 
unspayed female cats and dogs. 


The Palatine Village Board is consid- 


ering a $5 license fee for all male felines 
and canines and for spayed female pets. 
Unspayed females would cost their own- 
ers $15 a year if the board passes the 
proposed ordinance. 


"I think it's horrible!" Mrs. Carl Berg- 


strom said about the fee for fertile fe- 
male pets. "I would like to have a fe- 
male dog, but if I got one, it would be a 
purebred and I certainly wouldn't want 
to get it spayed," Mrs Bergstrom said. 
Right now, she has two purebred male 
dogs, and the $15 license cost would keep 
her from getting the pet she wants, she 
said. 


Mrs. Robert Berryman, who owns a 


spayed female dog, said "I think $15 is 
terribly high" for a license. Current 
yearly fees are $2 for all dogs. Cats five 
unrestricted. 


WHILE DOG OWNERS thought the cat 


license was a good idea, some doubted 
that It would really affect the problem of 
strays. 


"How are they going to enforce a law 


like that? A lot of people will be tempted 
to Ipore it unless it's strictly enforced," 


Mrs. Robert Berryman said. 


"Why don't they just enforce the laws 


that they have?" Donald J! Bendis asked. 
The license increase seemed 
"pretty 


high. Some people can't afford it," he 
said, but he agreed with the village's de- 
sire to cut down the number of stray ani- 
mals in Palatine. 


The trouble, it seems, doesn't neces- 


sarily lie with people who own pets. Most 
of the owners questioned had fenced-in 
back yards to keep their dogs out of 
trouble. And "most people I know who 
have cats they love keep them in the 
house, anyway," Mrs. Charles A. Barnes 
said.

To Mrs. Barnes, cutting down the 
number of loose and stray animals is the 
big plus in the village's proposal. 


While the increased license fee may 


not drive anyone to get rid of their pets, 
it may cut down the pet birth rate. At 
best, it could curb the strays problem, 
and Palatine dog-owners can see the 
merit of the ordinance. But the increased 
fee? Well, it's for the dogs. 


the Howard Johnson Motor Lodge at 
Northwest Highway and Illinois Rte. 53, 
is not overly concerned with the possi- 
bility of losing business if the proposed 
tax is adopted. 


"It really wouldn't make that much 


difference," said Hilde Kirkeeide, assist- 
ant manager of the motel. 


"Nobody enjoys being taxed to begin 


with," she said, "but if it has to be, it 
has to be." 


Howard Johnson's currently charges 


$18 a night for single occupancy, but that 
rate will be going up to $19 next month. 


Miss Kirkeeide said about 89 to 90 per 


cent of the motel's 197 rooms are usually 
occupied. 


THE TWO nearest competitors to How- 


ard Johnson's, the Holiday Inn in Rolling 
Meadows and the Arlington Park Towers 
in Arlington Heights, also report high oc- 
cupancy levels, and could not absorb 
much overflow if motel guests shun the 
Palatine facilities.

Efforts to persuade the Illinois Tollway 


Commission to construct an interchange 
on the Northwest Tollway at Roselle 
Road were revived yesterday by officials 
from Hoffman Estates, Schaumburg and 
Harper College. 


A committee has been working to get 


the interchange at that location for near- 
ly two years. The group is composed of 
Schaumburg village engineer Joe Zgo- 
nlna: Richard Regan, Hoffman Estates 
plan commission chairman; and Dr. 
John Lucas of Harper College. 


The group examined preliminary sam- 


ples of a survey to be used for collecting 
data on how much traffic the proposed 
interchange would receive. 


Regan said it is important to convince 


tollway officials to act now in acquiring 
land for the interchange at Roselle Road. 
"We have to present them with con- 
vincing facts about the situation," Regan 
added. 


Zgonina agreed and said future devel- 


opment near the proposed interchange 
indicates a real need for the interchange. 


The group outlined an area bordered 


by 
Q u en t i n-Freeman-Dundee 
and 


Schaumburg roads where most persons 
to be included in the survey will come 
from. They reasoned this area represents 
the potential users of the proposed inter- 
change. 


A questionnaire will be used to deter- 


mine how many motorists would use the 
tollway if the interchange were con- 
structed. 


Both Zgonina and Regan observed that

the fullest," said Hauer. "This is a 
home, not a medical facility. We ask our 
new residents what capabilities they 
have, not what is wrong with them." 


The Home is a popular place — there 


are over 300 people on the waiting list, 
compared to about 60 four years ago. 
Even when the new $2.6 million addition 
is finished late this year, there will still 
be a waiting list. 


"THE NEW ADDITION provides for 


126 private rooms," said Hauer. "We are 
about a generation behind in our building 
program." 


Because of the space limitations, only 


Lutherans are presently being admitted 
to the Home, since it is run and sup- 
ported by the Missouri Synod Lutheran 
Congregations in Chicago and Northern 
Illinois. Ability to pay, however is not a 
condition for residence.

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Tests Reduce Hopefuls For Police Force To Nine

Doug Larson, Rolling Meadows police 


radio operator, would like to become a 
police officer. So in May, he and 33 other 
police aspirants took the first in a series 
of tests to determine which of them will 
achieve their goal this year. 


"The first test was easy," Larson said, 


but the process of elimination that began 
after that initial test has reduced the 
original 34 hopefuls to nine. 


Since May, the men have gone through 


several phases of testing including a 
written exam, a physical agility test, an 
oral interview, a polygraph or lie detec- 
tor test, and a background check. During 
each phase of the testing those who have 
failed to achieve required standards 
were eliminated. 


Results of the tests are currently in the 


hands of the board of police and fire 
commissioners. The board will decide 
which of the remaining nine will be 
named to the force. 


"WE TRY TO PROVE to ourselves 


that after all these rigorous tests, a man 
will make a good police officer," Rudy 
Balek, chairman of the commission, 
said. "We try to see if a guy can live on 
a policeman's* salary, for example. If we 
see he can't, then we know he couldn't be 
a good police officer." 


While the tests- are not civil service 


exams, Balek said they have been estab- 
lished Under Illinois state law. 


"State statutes provide for the sched- 


uling of the tests every two years," Ba- 
lek explained. If a man goes through the 
testing and is approved but there is no 
room for him on the force, Balek said, 


his name is added to a waiting list, or 
eligibility list as it is called. The list is 
valid for two years. 


"We like to have an eligibility list 


ready at all times," Balek said. "Once a 
man is placed on the eligibility list, there 
is no real way he can be taken off," he 
added. In this way, he said the city can 
be assured of qualified replacements for 
officers who leave the force. 


"The only time we would hold the test 


other than every two years is in a case 
where we had used up all the men on the 
eligibility list," he said. 


As in all police hiring matters except 


appointive positions, the police and fire 
commission determine which of the men 
will be hired and which of the remaining 
will be placed on the eligibility list. Five 
openings are presently available on the 
Rolling Meadows force, and Balek is 


hopeful that his commission will make 
its choices soon. 


"We're hoping we can announce our 


decision by September 15," he said. Once 
the men are chosen, he said, they will 
become probationary officers. 


"THE NEW OFFICERS are placed on 


probation for one year, but after that 
their status is as good as a civil service 
rating because they can't be fired or sus- 
pended without the department having to 
come before the commission," Balek 
said. 


Balek said those who are selected will 


begin an eight-week police officer train- 
ing program in October at the Arlington 
Heights Police Officer Training Academy. 
The academy is funded jointly by com- 
munities in the area, including Rolling 
Meadows, to provide for the training of 
each town's police force.

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Former Policeman Finds Public Works Fascinating

How does a 15-year veteran of the Oak 


Park police force end up in the Rolling 
Meadows Public Works Department? 


For John Hennessy, the city's new act- 


ing superintendent of public works, the 
-answer is simple. 


I like public works," Hennessy says. "I 


was a construction engineer after I left 
the police force and I also worked in 
Ford City handling all the maintenance 
•nd security, so 1 was essentially a pub- 
lic works man." 


Hennessy adds that it's not unusual for 


• cop to get interested in public works. 
"One of the things a policeman has to 
get involved in is administration. It's a 
critical area," as be puts it that lends

itself to administrative matters in gener- 
al. 


ALTHOUGH HE'S only been superin- 


tendent since Aug. 1, Hennessy says he's 
"fascinated" with his work. 


"I'm enthusiastic about it," he admits. 


"When I was a construction engineer I 
could never look at a wheelbarrow with- 
out wondering about the who, what, and 
how many behind it." 


At present Hennessy is doing more 


"evaluating" than anything else, review- 
ing the operation of the department es- 
tablished by his predecessor James F. 
McFeggan, whom Hennessy describes as 
"a very good man who was here from 
the year 1." 


But Hennessy is more than eager to 


talk about an upcoming pet project he 
will carry out Sept. 16, namely cleaning 
up Salt Creek. Cleaning up the creek 


may not seem like a new Idea, but Hen- 
nessy's method certainly is. 


"At 9 a.m. that day, buses will bring in 


men from the Air Force to help us." How 
did he get the Air Force to come in? 


"OH, I TALKED to a few friends," he 


says as a smile spread across his face. 


Hennessy says the initial cleanup is 


only one part of his plan. According to 
him, Phase 2 of the project will take 
place next spring when the public works 
department will plant ground cover to 
help maintain the creek shore. 


"My hope is that if we give people 


something nice to look at, hopefully they 
will keep it that way," he says. "And 
this is the first time that I know of that 
something like this will be done in two 


phases," he adds. 


Along with his men and the Air Force, 


Hennessy says the Rolling Meadows teen 
government group generally will assist 
in the work and serve lunch to the men. 
"They try so hard," he says of the teens 
"and they'll be helping us in the spring, 
too." 


Cleaning up the creek is just one of the 


duties that falls Hennessy's way. 


"MY JOB INVOLVES communicating 


between1 the aldermen, and executing 
and putting on order what the public 
wants. That takes in garbage removal, 
streets, flood control, utilities, tree 
trimming, and the serving of all equip- 
ment owned by the city," he says. "In 
other words, I take care of all the city's 


housekeeping." 


Hennessy has found Rolling Meadows 


to be "a good peration. I know all the 
aldermen on a first name basis, and I'm 
really happy to work with such a great 
bunch of guys in this department." 


If he makes any changes in the depart- 


ment's operation, Hennessy says it will 
only be to try to improve on existing 
methods. 


"I'd like to combine old ideas with new 


ones to bring about improvement, but I 
won't change something that's working 
just for the sake of change," he says. 


"I believe in motivation." As he puts 


it, "any service the public pays for, 
they're entitled to get. Anything else is 
thievery."

The Dist. 211 board and Education As- 


sociation, bargaining unit for the teach- 
ers, agreed to meet again today at 8 p.m. 
and Saturday at 1 p.m. on the 1972-73 
contract. Meetings are open to the pub- 
lic. 


The meeting times were set Tuesday 


night after the two sides agreed they had 
made progress in the talks, which have 
been deadlocked for about six months. 


Tuesday, the board negotiating team 


abandoned a position it has held through- 
out the bargaining by offering to place 
provisions on teacher evaluation in the 
contract. In the past, board members 
have insisted they would place no guar- 
antees on evaluation, class she, work 
load or other "working conditions" in the 
contract. 


IN OFFERING the proposal on work- 


Ing conditions, board spokesman Robert 
Seger said, "I think we've made a sub- 
stantial concession here on our original 
stand. We have split from a stand we 
took for six months."

er today a proposal by the teachers to 
broaden the wording of the contract to 
provide for negotiations on all working 
conditions. The proposal has been part of 
the teachers' position since talks began. 


IN ADDITION, Fiocca said the associ- 


ation tentatively plans to report back to 
its membership on the status of negotia- 
tions on Sept. 15. 


The association received support for its 


position insisting that working conditions 
be included in the contract at an Aug. 22 
meeting of its membership. At that meet- 
ing the teachers also agreed to return to 
work without a contract. 


The two negotiations teams have not 


yet begun to discuss salaries and fringe 
benefits for the coming year. The teach- 
ers are now being paid based on last 
year's salary schedule. 


Several weeks ago the board offered to 


raise the base pay for teachers, which 
determines the rest of the scale, by $150. 
Their proposal, however, remains sub- 
stantially different from the teachers' 
original offer, which would raise the base 
by $150 and provide larger increases for 
experienced teachers and more credit for 
additional education.

day. Residents get half the cost of each 
article they make, the other half of the 
cost goes to pay for the materials. 


Mrs. Quinn is also busy working on a 


rug for a friend. While the festival is the 
big day for selling crafts, orders are tak- 
en year around. 


"I can finish a rug quickly if I want 


to," said Mrs. Quinn. "But sometimes I 
get lazy." 


BETWEEN 20 AND 25 residents are 


regulars at the arts and crafts workshop, 
which is under the direction of Viola 
Schwanke. Crafts range from pin cush- 
ions to tree ornaments to decorative 
hangers to crochet and embroidery proj- 
ects. 


A secondary crafts workshop on the 


second floor provides activities for resi- 
dents with disabilities which prevent 
them from going to the basement work- 
shop. About half of the residents need 
some type of regular care. 


For those who are not craft-oriented, 


the Home provides pool tables, lunges, 
TV sets, libraries and other on-going ac- 
tivities for the residents. Trips are regu- 
larly scheduled to plays, churches, shop- 
ping centers and private homes. 


Other activities are provided by over 


75 adult and about 20 teenage volunteers. 
Besides providing exercise and lip read- 
ing classes, volunteers provide drivers 
and a store on wheels for residents. 


THE STORE, which travels from floor 


to floor on Wednesdays, provides person- 
alized service for those residents who 
would like something special. 
. "Volunteers provide about 800 hours a 
month to the Home," said Winnie Stew- 
art, head of the volunteer service. 


"The philosophy here is to enjoy life to 


the fullest," said Hauer. "This is a 


home, not a medical facility. We ask our 
new residents what capabilities they 
have, not what is wrong with them." 


The Home is a popular place — there 


are over 300 people on the waiting list, 
compared to about 60 four years ago. 
Even when the new $2.6 million addition 
is finished late this year, there will still 
be a waiting list. 


"THE NEW ADDITION provides for 


126 private rooms," said Hauer. "We are 
about a generation behind in our building 
program." 


Because of the space limitations, only 


Lutherans are presently being admitted 
to the Home, since it is run and sup- 
ported by the Missouri Synod Lutheran 
Congregations in Chicago and Northern 
Illinois. Ability to pay, however is not a 
condition for residence. 


"It costs about $430 per month to live 


here, which includes everything from 
barber shop expenses to medicine," said 
Hauer. "People pay as long as they can, 
and the church supports them after 
that." 


While the minimum age of residents is 


60 years, and the average age is about 86 
years, the oldest resident, Albert Wehrs, 
celebrated his 96th birthday this week. 


"This is a swell place to live," said 


Wehrs, who enjoys reading U.S. News 
and World Report in his room which is 
now filled with birthday cards. Wehrs 
figures he's been living in the Home for 
12 years. 


"ON MY 100th BIRTHDAY I'm going 


to take everyone to Washington and have 
fireworks and open a bottle of 7-Up," 
Wehrs said. 


White Hauer is used to the constant 


joking of his family, the Rev. G. F. Bar- 
thel who has been the chaplain of the 
home for two months, still has lots to 
learn. Clara Behm sprung another one on 
him yesterday. 


"Reverend, you haven't asked me 


what church I'm from yet," she 'said. 
Rev. Barthel immediately asked what 
church she was from — very seriously, 
almost ashamed at the oversight. 


"I'm from a round church — where the 


Devil can't hide in any corners," she 
said, giggling. 


Everyone in hearing distance laughed 


and Barthel said "as long as we all can 
laugh and be happy there's hope." 


And it is home — with a capital H.

School Dist. OKs 
$3 Million Budget 
— Down From '71 


A budget, almost half a million dollars 


less than last year's, was adopted by the 
River Trails Dist. 26 School Board Tues- 
day night. This year the budget amounts 
to about $3 million. 


Despite the decrease in the total budg- 


et to $3 million, this year's deficit is 
about $38,000 more than last year's. The 
deficit for 1971-72^ amounted to about 
$442,000. This year the figure is approxi- 
mately $480,000. 


Several changes were made in the edu- 


cation fund before the final budget was 
approved. The cost of administration was 
increased by $3,900 to pay for a raise in 
salaries.

Central Road 
Strip Sought 


Mount Prospect Village Mgr. Robert 


Eppley has been ordered to begin con- 
demnation proceedings for two strips of 
land along the Central School site, Cen- 
tral Road and Main Street. 


The village board ordered the start of 


legal action after it failed to get a re- 
sponse from the owners of the school site 
to an offer by the village to buy the two 
strips. 


The two seven-foot strips, along Cen- 


tral Road and Main Street, are needed 
by the village for the proposed widening 
of the intersection and installation of left 
turn bays. The village must have a cer- 
tain width for traffic lanes to qualify for 
federal funding for the project. 


Mayor Robert D. Teichert asked Ep- 


pley to make one last attempt to reach a 
settlement with the owners, represented 
by Alexander Magnus, before going to 
court. The village made an offer, report- 
edly of $18,600, last month after an ap- 
praisal was made. 


ACCORDING TO Teichert, an informal 


agreement with Magnus provided that 
both sides would have appraisals made. 
However, as of Tuesday, the owners had 
submitted no appraisal figures to the vil- 
lage. 


Teichert and Eppley have tried for the 


last several months to reach an agree- 
ment with the owners because they felt 
condemnation would take too long and 
thus jeopardize the project. 


The village is scheduled to receive a 


TOPICS (Traffic Operation Program to 
Increase Capacity and Safety) grant of 
SO per cent federal funding if the right of 
way problem can be worked out. 


Teichert has indicated that part of the 


owners' hesitation to make a deal with 
the village may arise from their hopes 
for the project. At various times during 
the last year, there have been reports of 
plans for a Jewel Foodstore or low-in- 
come elderly housing for the site. But so 
far none of these plans have become 
reality.

Herlihy, members of his 
crew, Soo Line officials and Fred Nimms 
of the Illinois Division of Waterways met 
yesterday at a preconstruction meeting 
at the bridge site. Nimms said he ex- 
pects Phase Two to begin next spring. 


Money for the first phase of the project 


will come from $170,000 appropriated for 
improvements as a result of a bill passed 


by the Illinois General Assembly this 
year. The Soo Line has contributed 
$47,000 which will pay for rerouting part 
of the railroad tracks while work is being 
done on the culvert. Officials said tem- 
porary tracks will be built directly east 
of the construction site.

R-Arlington Heights. He said the im- 
provements would be part of a division 
of waterways bill, which will include 
requests for approval of a variety of wa- 
terway projects in the state.

Efforts to improve the creek in order 


to prevent flooding began in 1967. At that 
time Richard Schuld, now superintendent 
of the Prospect Heights Old Town Sani- 
tary District (PHOTSD), contacted state 
officials to make them aware of the 
problem. 


A bill for the improvements passed the 


state legislature last year, but Soo Line 


personnel would not approve the project 
saying they wanted a higher quality 
structure on their property than the state 
wanted to build. In addition, appropria- 
tions were released too late for work to 
begin in the spring, necessitating another 
bill to be introduced this year.

Home Looks Like Santa's Workshop

"Smile, Clara," said Paul Hauer. 
Clara thought about it for a while, 


looked at him with a twinkle in her eye 
that brightened her whole wrinkled face. 
"How much will you give me?" was her 
reply. 


Clara Behm is a resident of the Luther- 


an Home and Service for the Aged, 800 
W. Oakton, Arlington Heights. She typi- 
fied the attitude of most of the 214 resi- 
dents — everyone has a joke up their 
sleeve for Paul Hauer, executive secre- 
tary of the home. 


Lately the mood at the home has been 


especially bright — the annual festival 
will be held Sunday. 


Preparation for the festival begins 


nearly a year in advance for those who 
make gifts to sell. The arts and crafts 
shop in the basement of the home takes 
on the aura of Santa's workshop. 


AMONG THE ELVES in the workshop 


is Laura Quinn, formerly of Mount Pros- 
pect. 


"I'm always busy here — all year 


long," she said as she glued eyes on a 
pin cushion owl she will be selling Sun- 
day. Residents get half the cost of each 
article they make, the other half of the 
cost goes to pay for the materials. 


Mrs. Quinn is also busy working on a 


rug for a friend. While the festival is the 
big day for selling crafts, orders are tak- 
en year around. 


"I can finish a rug quickly if I want 


to," said Mrs. Quinn. "But sometimes I 
get lazy." 


BETWEEN 20 AND 25 residents are 


regulars at the arts and crafts workshop, 
which is under' the direction of Viola 
Schwanke. Crafts range from pin cush- 
ions to tree ornaments to decorative 
hangers to crochet and embroidery proj- 
ects. 


A secondary crafts workshop on the 


second floor provides activities for resi- 
dents with disabilities which prevent 
them from going to the basement work- 
shop. About half of the residents need 
some type of regular care. 


For those who are not craft-oriented, 


the Home provides pool tables, lunges, 
TV sets, libraries and other on-going ac- 
tivities for the residents. Trips are regu- 
larly scheduled to plays, churches, shop- 
ping centers and private homes. 


Other activities are provided by over 


75 adult and about 20 teenage volunteers. 
Besides providing exercise and lip read- 
ing classes, volunteers provide drivers 
and a store on wheels for residents. 


THE STORE, which travels from floor 


to floor on Wednesdays, provides person- 
alized service for those residents who 
would like something special. 


"Volunteers provide about 800 hours a 


month to the Home," said Winnie Stew- 
art, head of the volunteer service. 


"The philosophy here is to enjoy life to 


the fullest," said Hauer. "This is a 
home, not a medical facility. We ask our 


new residents what capabilities they 
have, not what is wrong with them." 


The Home is a popular place — there 


are over 300 people on the waiting list, 
compared to about 60 four years ago. 
Even when the new $2.6 million addition 
is finished late this year, there will still 
be a waiting list. 


"THE NEW ADDITION provides for 


126 private rooms," said Hauer. "We are 
about a generation behind in our building 
program." 


Because of the space limitations, only 


Lutherans are presently being admitted 
to the Home, since it is run and sup- 
ported by the Missouri Synod Lutheran 
Congregations in Chicago and Northern 
Illinois. Ability to pay, however is not a 
condition for residence. 


"It costs about $430 per month to live 


here, which includes everything from 
barber shop expenses to medicine," said 
Hauer. "People pay as long as they can, 
and the church supports them after 
that." 


While the minimum age of residents is 


60 years, and the average age is about 86 
years, the oldest resident, Albert Wehrs, 
celebrated his 96th birthday this week. 


"This is a swell place to live," said 


Wehrs, who enjoys reading U.S. News 
and World Report in his room which is 
now filled with birthday cards. Wehrs 
figures he's been living in the Home for 
12 years.

Citizen Group Letter Called 'Ill-Timed' 


The River ^trails Dist. 26 board re- 


sponded to a critical letter from the Con- 
cerned Citizens of School Dist. 26 Tues- 
day calling the letter "ill-timed" and of 
"a negative tone." 


In the letter to the board, the citizens 


group, headed by chairman Ben Bald- 
win, 1404 Dogwood Ln., stated "the rea- 
son for our group's existence is that we 
do not believe that the objective (of the 
best possible education in the best pos- 
sible atmosphere) is being met under the 
present school administration. 


"We believe this because of the extreme 


turmoil we have observed in the district 
since the June 20, 1972 board meeting 
where a number of employes of the dis- 
trict were first made aware of what their 
positions would be during the 1972-73 
school year," the letter said. 


Because of these reasons and "others 


that space does not permit us to enumer- 
ate," the letter said, the concerned citi- 
zens does not feel that the teachers, ad- 
ministrators and school board are work- 
ing as a team. The group asked for a 
period of time at each board meeting 


during which they could ask questions. 


Lloyd Demel, board president said af- 


ter reading the letter, "We already gave 
people an opportunity to ask questions 
early in the evening. We also have one of 
the two board meetings in each of the 
schools each month." "While we have 
had some problems in the past, I feel the 
turbulence is behind us," Demel said. He 
said the letter set a negative tone and 
added, "If anyone expounds an attitude, 
I feel it should be a positive one."

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Board Upholds Its Decision 
On Firing Of John Fender 


The Arlington Heights School Dist. 25 


Board of Education confirmed its deci- 
sion to fire teacher John D. Fender at a 
special board meeting last night. 


fender, who has been a language arts 


teacher for 10 years at Miner Junior 
High School, was originally dismissed on 
June 29, and appealed the decision. 


In a 12-page decision, the board dis- 


cussed the testimony taken during the 
five-day board hearing on Fender and 
concluded that the "actions of the re- 
spondent-teacher in striking students was 
excessive, repeated, cruel, unreasonable 
and wholly unjustified by the circum- 
stances, and that such actions were 
therefore completely inexcusable." 


"I still want to win," said Fender, at 


the conclusion of the reading of the 
board document. Neither Fender nor his 
attorney Edward Jackson would com- 
ment on whether they intend to pursue 
the case. Fender had said during the 
hearing, however, that he intended to 
"see the case through to the end." 


"I EXPECTED this decision," said 


Jackson. "Sometimes lawyers have a 
sixth sense, and I sensed this decision 


very early." 


The next step Fender can take, accord- 


ing to the school cde of the state, is 
request an administrative review, which 
would be filed in circuit court. A judge 
would review the recent hearing. 


Fender 
currently has a law suit 


against the school district pending in the 
U.S. District Court for alleged violation 
of his civil rights in the recent school 
board hearing. 


The original charges against Fender, 


which the board said last night were 
"amply supported" by recent testimony 
are: 


—Fender has demonstrated continuing 


inability to exercise mature judgment 
and restraint in dealing with classroom 
problems. 


—He has demonstrated a continuing 


pattern of cruelty and violence in his 
relationships with students. 


—He has on four occasions in the cur- 


rent (1970-71) school year struck students 
notwithstanding administrative admoni- 
tions that he refrain from so doing. 


THE "CONTINUING inability to exer- 


cise mature judgment" goes back to 1966, 
which was the first time records show 
Fender struck a student "violently," ac- 
cording to the board. 


Fender's classroom behavior was the 


subject of much administration discussion 
during the past year when he struck four 
students about the head between Febru- 
ary and June. The Richard Calverts, par- 
ents of one of the students Fender alle- 
gedly hit, filed battery charges against 
the teacher which are now pending in

AMONG THE ELVES in the workshop

long," she said as she glued eyes on a 
pin cushion owl she will be selling Sun- 
day. Residents get half the cost of each 
article they make, the other half of the

While the festival is the 
big day for selling crafts,, orders are tak- 
en year around.

FENDER'S LAWYERS said that their 


client had not used any more corporal

According to the board the actions of 


another teacher or an administrator "are 
not the subject of this inquiry, and do not 
excuse or justify the actions of Fender." 


Fender is presently the president of the 


Arlington Teachers Association (ATA), 
which has resolved to keep him as its 
president through his term of office 
which ends next spring. 


For the past several years, Fender has 


also served on the ATA negotiating team.

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Fear Gas Leaking 
Into Underground 
Water; Ask Probe

A Chicago-based environmental group 


has called for an official investigation by 
the state into reports that gasoline from 
a downtown Des Plaines service *ation 
is entering the underground water table 
near River Road and Miner Street. 


Citizens for a Better Environment 


(CBE) in an "informal" complaint filed 
with the Illinois Pollution Control Board 
charge Ross Automotive Service, 697 
River Rd., and Cities Service Oil Co. (Cit- 
go) with violating the Environmental 
Protection Act by allowing leaked gaso- 
line to enter the underground water table 
next to the station. 


According to the complaint, the Des 


Plaines River may also be polluted by 
the gasoline because the underground 
water table drains into the river. The 
group called for an official investigation 
by the Illinois attorney general's office 
and the Illinois Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency (EPA). 


Phillip Miller of the CBE research de- 


partment told the Herald that his group 
is requesting the state agencies to in- 
vestigate the matter and make a decision 
whether to file a formal action with the 
pollution control board. 


Miller explained that if a formal com- 


plaint is eventually filed with the state 
board, a hearing would be held with pos- 
sible fines being levied against Citgo and 
Ross Automotive. 


IN THE COMPLAINT, filed Tuesday, 


the CBE asks that penalties of $5,000 for 
past violations and $500 per day for each 
day violations continue, be imposed if the 
Pollution Control Board eventually hears 
the case and finds Ross and Citgo in vio- 
lation. 


Miller said his group, the EPA and the 


attorney general's office would all be the 
plaintiffs if the state agencies decide to 
file a formal complaint. 


Ross Automotive has been the subject 


of a controversy since last fall. Burton 
Kosmen, 709 River Rd., next door to 
R o s s A u t o m o t i v e , has repeatedly 
charged that the underground gasoline 
storage tanks have been leaking and that 
gasoline from the leaks has seeped into 
his basement sump hole by way of the 
underground water table. 


Last March, prompted by Kosmen's 


charges, the two 6,000-gallon storage 
tanks were unearthed and a large quan- 
tity of gasoline reportedly was dis- 
covered outside the tanks but tests at 
that time reportedly showed no leaks evi- 
dent in the tanks. 


Tests made last November, however, 


had indicated a leak existed in one of the 
tanks, according to a fire department re- 
port at that time. 


However, Citgo later asked and re- 


ceived permission from the fire depart- 
ment to allow a second test with a "more 
sophisticated" test, which showed there 
were no leaks in the tank. 


THE FIRE department went along 


with the results of the second test after 
receiving assurances from the American 
Petroleum Institute, an oil industry-spon- 
sored organization, that no leaks existed. 
Explosion tests also showed there was no 
danger to Kosmen's basement after Kos- 
men said he removed 16 pails of raw 
gasoline from this sump hole. 


In a report released Aug. 15 by a pri- 


vate chemical laboratory, hydrocarbons 
of methane gas were found in Kosmen's 
sump hole. But according to the report, 
the methane gas was derived from plant 
and animal decomposition or sewer gas, 
not gasoline. 


The CBE disagrees with the laboratory 


report. Its complaint charges that other 
hydrocarbons found in Kosmen's base- 
ment are derived from gasoline and are 
not components of sewer gas. The com- 
plaint also states that according to the 
August report, gasoline hydrocarbons 
were found in the water table between 
the service station and Kosmen's home, 
giving a stronger indication that gasoline 
is present in the water table and Kos- 
men's basement, the CBE said. 


Ron Ross, owner of Ross Automotive 


filed a suit against Citgo several months 
ago charging the oil company with leas- 
ing him faulty tanks which have alleged- 
ly caused the gasoline to seep into the 
underground water table. 


Ross told the Herald yesterday there is 


nothing he can do about CBE's action. 
Ross, who has operated the station for 
one year, said he thinks Citgo should be 
held responsible for any gas tank leaks. 


Citgo officials declined to comment on 


the CBE complaint.

Oakton Trustees Refuse Campus Bid Delay

• Three resolutions seeking to delay the 
approval of the Beckwith Road site in 
Morton Grove for the permanent campus 
of Oakton Community College were ta- 
bled Tuesday night by the college board 
of trustees before a crowd of about 300 
residents. 


The resolutions, presented to the board 


by Saul Weiner, spokesmen for the citi- 
zen's group against the site, were modi- 
fied and placed .in a motion by Oakton 
Trustee Griffith MacDonald of Park 
Ridge. MacDonald and Trustee Stephen 
Loska of Des Plaines were the only 
members of the board to vote against the 
site when it was proposed Aug. 3. 


The first resolution asked the college 


board to rescind its directive to College 
Pres, William Koehnline authorizing him 
to place the Beckwith site on the Sept. 15 
meeting agenda of the Illinois Junior Col- 
lege Board. 


Trustee Meyer Kamin of Skokie suc- 


cessfully moved to table the resolution 
until a public hearing on the site sched- 
uled for Sept. 12 at the Niles North High 
School auditorium, 9800 Lawler Ave., 
Skokie, at 8 p.m. Kamin's motion was 
passed 5 to 2 with MacDonald and Loska 
voting no. 


THE SECOND motion asked the board 


to expand membership in the board's site 
selection committee to include a "broad 
cross section" of the public. 


Paul Gilson of Skokie, Oakton trustee 


and site committee chairman, said, "I 
concur in that suggestion" and urged 
that a site advisory committee be formed 


to include the public. The new committee 
would not only participate in the selec- 
tion of a site but would work to get the 
site approved by the public and by the 
state board. 


Kamin again made a motion to table 


the resolution until the Sept. 12 meeting. 
It was passed 4 to 3 with LeRoy Wauck, 
chairman of the college board, Loska 
and MacDonald voting no. 


• The third resolution asked the board to 
delay going before the state board until 
October. Trustee Raymond Hartstein of 
Skokie said it is necessary to talk to the 
state board to get its opinion on the site 
and ask'for any needed revisions in the 
criteria for choosing a site. 


MacDONALD REPLIED that it would 


not make any difference what the state 
board does on Sept. 15 because its mem- 
bers could later change their minds. "I 
have no confidence in the Illinois Junior 
College Board whatsoever. I think they 
are a bunch of political phonies," said 
MacDonald. 


MacDonald's remark brought applause 


and cheers from the crowd. He said he 
mistrusts the state board because they 
reversed then- decision on the Maryhill 
Cemetery site, chosen as the site for the 
permanent campus by the college board 
last year. The state board approved the 
site and then, following public con- 
troversy and a law suit to take the land 
from the Chicago Catholic Archdiocese, 
they withdrew their approval. 


M a c D o n a l d suggested the college 


board go to the state board on Sept. 15, 
"but not on a specific site." Kamin mo- 


tioned to table the resolution until Sept. 
12. The motion was passed with Loska, 
MacDonald and Wauck voting no. 


Gilson said, "I don't want to be includ- 


ed in a castigation of the Illinois Junior 
College Board two weeks before we ap- 
proach them with a site." 


HARTSTEIN SAID he gave the state 


board credit for working with the 
trustees in the past. Loska said he sup- 
ported MacDonald in his suggestion to go 
before the state board to ask for criteria 
for selecting a site. 


Loska said there has been "no state- 


ment in writing from the Illinois Junior 
College Board to individual board mem- 
bers or the board as a whole" concerning 
criteria for site selection. 


Tuesday night's board meeting opened 


with the usual reading of the minutes 
from the previous meeting. Loska ob- 
jected to the minutes, saying he and 
ilacDonald had requested that their mi- 
nority report, listing their objections to 
the site, be read at the Aug. 15 board 
meeting. The report was not read and 
neither Loska nor MacDonald attended 
that meeting. 


THE AUG. 15 meeting was attended by 


about 230 citizens voicing disapproval of 
the Beckwith site. Wauck said Tuesday 
night that because of the "nature of the 
meeting" Aug. 15, it "did not seem ex- 
pedient" to read the minority report. 


The public participation portion of the 


meeting was filled with "cheers and boos 
from about 300' citizens attending the 
meeting. Several persons shouted from 


the back of the conference room that 
they could not hear and asked the board 
to hold the meeting in a larger room. 
The conference room has a capacity of 
about 100 persons. 


Wauck said the public participation 


portion of the meeting was not for the 
purpose of discussing site but was held 
for matters of "general discussion." 


After several minutes of rebuttal, the 


college board went into a closed meeting 
to talk about the site and reconvened in a 
larger room on the college's temporary 
campus where citizens posed questions to 
board members for about two hours. 


MANY OF THE citizens asked that a 


traffic survey and an architect's report 


" on the Beckwith site be read during the

An educational service region is re- 


sponsible, for teacher certification, life 
safety inspections, and high school de- 
gree equivalency examinations. A ser- 
vice region also provides data processing 
service, mass buying power and serves 
as a clearing house for paperwork going 
to the state superintendent.

I came across my 
high school senior class picture while 
looking through old photos with a new 
friend. She calmly looked at the relic and 
commented. "Have you always looked 
older than you are?" End one friendship. 


Voices from my past have added to the 


situation. Out of the blue a girl I had 
palled around with during our junior 
year called the office.

WE SAT AROUND the table for a

Public Works Employes Get Raise 


The Des Plaines City Council approved 


a 5.5 per cent wage hike for public work 
employes Tuesday night. The vote,'which 
came after Herald presstime, may end 
more than a year of negotiations between 
the city and the Municipal Employes 
Coordination Association. 


MECCA president George Thorne told 


the Herald yesterday that he has not 
seen a copy of the city's proposed rewrit- 
ten contract with public works employes. 
"Nothing has been signed or tendered to 
us in rewritten form," he said. 


But, 
Thorne said 
contract 
terms 


recently were reached between the city 
and employes after negotiations which 
began last fall. 


The contract, the first written public 


works employment agreement in city 
history, will include wage scales, griev- 
ance procedures, benefits and expense 
reimbursements for public works em- 


ployes. 


THE WAGE SCALE begins with $8,346 


a year for a beginning, grade 9, custo- 
dian or water meter reader. After 20 
years, grade 9 employes will receive 
$10,652, according to Tuesday's action. 


Grade 11, maintenance men and meter 


servicemen will receive starting salaries 
of $9,202. Grade 12 water plant operators 
will receive $9,662 starting salaries and 
grade 14 auto mechanics will' begin at 
$10,652 a year. Top salary is $13,596 a 
year for mechanics with 20 years' em- 
ployment. 


P u b l i c works employes formerly 


worked under the city's civil service sys- 
tem without written contract. "The big- 
gest advantage is the benefits that ex- 
ist," Thorne said. 


The contract outlines a five-step griev- 


ance procedure. Action may be personal 
— over city work rules — or contractual. 


Complaint steps include appeal to job 
foremen, department supervisors, the 
commissioner of public works, the mayor 
and advisory arbitration. 


The contract will include Blue Cross- 


Blue Shield coverage. The city has 
agreed to pay once-a-year cost of $8 to 
$22 for steel-toed safety boots, Thorne 
said. 


The program also will include auto- 


matic deduction of $2 monthly MECCA 
dues from salary checks. 


THE PUBLIC works employes origi- 


nally agreed to contract terms in May. 
But, the city council rejected a contract 
provision providing extra compensation 
for water plant overtime, Thorne said. 
The contract was renegotiated, but has 
not been presented to the union in final 
form. 


Thorne said the employes also sought, 


but did not receive, a vacation schedule 


change to add a fourth week of vacation 
after 10 years of employment and a float- 
ing holiday system to allow for personal 
business during work days. 


In other action, the council approved a 


noise ordinance barring use of construc- 
tion equipment between 7 p.m. and 7 
a.m. weekdays, approved a three-way 
stop sign at Seegers Road and Sixth 
Street and passed a salvage yard screen- 
Street and passed a salvage yard screen- 
ing ordinance. 


The screening ordinance prohibits pil- 


ing of material higher than fencing 
around salvage yards.

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Beckwith Site For College Favored 


Newly completed reports made to the 


Oakton Community College board of 
trustees by college architects and traffic 
researchers favor a site chosen by the 
college at Beckwith Road and Narragan- 
sett Avenue in Morton Grove for a per- 
manent campus. 


The site evaluation reports, comparing 


four sites recently considered for the per- 
manent campus, will be presented to the 
public Sept. 12 at 8 p.m. in the Niles 
North High School auditorium, 9600 Law- 
ler Ave.. Skokie. 


When Oakton Community College be- 


gan the search for a permanent campus 
almost three years ago, 23 sites were un- 
der consideration. Since then, many of 
them were disqualified because they are 
too small, had been sold or were under 
construction. This summer the board's 
site selection committee concentrated 
their efforts on four sites. 


On Aug. 3 the college board chose the 


Beckwith site on the basis of the two site 
evaluation reports. On Sept. 15 they will 
seek approval of the site from the Illinois 
Junior College Board. 


THE FOUR SITES are the Beckwith 


site; a property on the southeast corner 
of Wolf and Foundry roads in Des 
Plaines; another on the south side of 
Central Road east of the Des Plaines 
River: and the fourth not on the original 
site consideration list, is bounded on the 
south by Central Road, on the east by 
Milwaukee Avenue and on the west by 
the Tri-State Tollway. 


Perkins 
& Will, 
Architects, Inc., 


analyzed the four sites according to size, 
zoning, access, 
topography, available 


utilities, sanitary sewers, water, fire pro- 
tection, electrical, gas soil conditions, 
site costs, travel distance, public trans- 
portation, off-campus parking, adjacent 
public lands, adjacent property values, 
and expansion potential. 


They concluded that the "best site in 


all respects is the Beckwith Road site. 
As architects and planners we clearly 
recognize the restrictions that minimum 
acreage and the division of the land into 
two parcels by Beckwith Road will im- 
pose. The central location in Dist. 535 is 
a significant factor in our evaluation. 
The absence of known flooding problems, 
easy access to the site, economical road 
development costs and similar consid- 
erations are all elements that cause us to 
recommend this site for development." 


The Beckwith site is 52.8 acres, and is 


zoned for single-family dwellings. Access 
to the site is from Beckwith Road or 
Narragansett via Golf Road, Lehigh Ave- 
nue or Harms Road. 


THE ARCHITECTS describe the site 


as "A pleasant suburban rural site with 
pond at southwest corner. There are 
about 10 buildings, residences and'barns 
on the site. Several horse trails and stock 
pastures divide the property into plots." 


There are few low areas, storm sewers 


flow east to the Chicago River, and there 
are other storm sewers at Eldorado, 
Palma and Normandy Streets. There is a 
Metropolitan 
Sanitary 
District inter- 


ceptor sewer at Narragansett and Golf 


and another sewer at Nashville Avenue 
and Beckwith. There are four water 
mains, several fire hydrants and elec- 
trical wires on the east side of the prop- 
erty. 


It is centrally located in the college's 


service area, which includes the college 
district and surrounding areas. No in-dis- 
trict student would travel more than 6.4 
miles to the site. None of the sites have 
good public transportation possibilities. 


P a r k i n g in the adjacent Com- 


monwealth Edison right of way property 
to the east is "logical" says the report, 
and forest preserve land on the south 
"may permit additional parking areas." 


The college hopes to use adjacent for- 


est preserve land for recreation. "The 
policy of the Forest Preserve Dist., with 
woodlands immediately south and east of 
the site is to make their lands available 
for unstructured use. Jogging trails, 
play fields, and botanical areas can be 
made available," according to the re- 
port. 


According to the architect's report, the 


"campus could be visually isolated from 
residential areas on the north and west 
by building orientation, tree masses and 
screen walls." 


According to the report, "primary ex- 


pansion possibilities are few" because 
the site is just above the minimum size 
set by the state. 


"Careful planning of all elements of 


the site should be adequate for the pro- 
posed campus," said architects. 


THE TRI-STATE site is 180 acres, 


zoned light industrial and has access 
from 
Milwaukee Avenue or Central 


Road. It is a vacant farmland site and is 
entirely in Northfield Township, outside 
the college district. 


Storm sewers discharge into the Des 


Plaines River and there is one 21-inch 
sanitary sewer. Two private water com- 
panies provide well water, there is a gas 
main and a primary electrical line at 
Milwaukee Avenue, the report said. 


In-district students would travel from 


3.8 miles (Des Plaines) to 12.5 miles 
(Lincolnwood). Parking appears possible 
south of Central Road but "pedestrian 
access from these areas would be haz- 
ardous." 


THE CENTRAL ROAD site is 122 


acres, and is zoned for single-family 
dwellings. It is a heavily wooded area 
east of the Des Plaines River with water 
backing up into the area during high <wa- 
ter periods. 
' 


"Flooding of this site is possible and 


likely. The cemetery property on the 
west bank has been protected by an ex- 
tensive dike and earth berm to keep high 
water from their property," says the re- 
port. 


To provide additional access to the 


property, besides Central Road, a road- 
way should be built to Golf Road, accord- 
ing to the report. 


There are no storm sewers, water and 


sanitary sewer matter would have to be 
pumped or bridged over the river. The 
heavily wooded terrain "will require ex- 
tensive tree removal," according to the

meeting. Wauck said the board was not 
prepared to make a presentation Tues- 
day night and asked that citizens attend 
the Sept. 12 meeting when the site would 
be presented formally to the public.

"realistic." She said "money pressure" 
will cause the Beckwith site to be built 
up anyway. "If you don't get a college on 
Beckwith. what will you get?" she asked. 


Following a short recess the board re- 


convened to act on routine business. At 
the end of the meeting, after many of the 
citizens opposed to the site had gone, the 
board heard a report from college attor- 


ney, 
Joseph Murphy, on the legal de- 


scription of the Beckwith site. 


Murphy suggested that the site de- 


scription be revised to include three par- 
cels of land on the northeast corner of 
Beckwith Road and Nashville Avenue. 
The three parcels had been excluded in 
the original site description used in the 
resolution to adopt the site passed Aug. 3. 


The board will discuss the change again

report, at a cost of $3,000 per acre or a 
total of $75,000. 


IN-DISTRICT students would travel 


from about four miles, (Des Plaines) to 
8.75 miles (Lincolnwood). Forest pre- 
serve land may also be used for parking 
and recreation. Expansion is available to 
the east and south. 


The site at Wolf Road is 130 acres 


zoned for single-family dwellings and is 
now plowed farmland. The site, in Wheel- 
ing Township, is divided by Feehanville 
Ditch. Flooding is recorded in 1938 and 
1957 but can be solved by installing lare 
diameter conduits. Not only would this 
installation be expensive but it would 
"seriously affect building placement and 
design," according to the report. 


Storm water falls into the Feehanville 


Ditch and there are two sanitary district 
interceptors near the site. There are two 
water lines, a gas-utility sub-station 
nearby, and electrical high lines on the 
east. 


Travel for in-district students ranges 


from four miles (Des Plaines) to nine 
miles (Skokie). Parking areas may be 
acquired from Maryville Academy, a 
home for children who are wards of the 
court, east of the site or vacant land 
west of Wolf Road. 


According to a report by Barton Asch- 


man Associates, Inc., a traffic research 
firm, "analysis of all the site character- 
istics and requirements indicates that 
any of the sites is adequate from a traf- 
fic access standpoint, given the recom- 
mended improvements. No one site 
clearly stands out as being the best and 
none can be eliminated due to in- 
feasibility." 


The two most favorable sites are Beck- 


with and the Wolf Road site, the report 
said. Traffic would be more evenly dis- 
tributed in the Beckwith site than on the 
Wolf Road site, and improvement costs 
for the Wolf Road site are $38,000 more 
than Beckwith. 


THE REPORT ON Beckwith says, 


"Existing traffic along Golf Road is quite 
heavy and the rapid growth of the west- 
ern areas, along with the added college- 
oriented traffic, will further increase 
peak-hour congestion on this street. Ac- 
cess to the site from Golf Road can best 
be accomplished via Narragansett Ave- 
nue." 
. "The additional traffic from the col- 
lege would require that Beckwith be wid- 
ended to four lanes from Lehigh Avenue 
to Austin Avenue," said the report. 


Traffic signals should replace stop 


signs on Beckwith at Lehigh Avenue and 
Austin Avenue as well as on the drive- 
way to the college, it adds. 


The other three sites, two located on 


the far northwest corner of the district 
and the other north of the district, are at 
a disadvantage because traffic would 


flow mainly in one direction. 


Traffic improvement costs for the 


Beckwith site are estimated at $513,000, 
the Central Road site is $799,000, Tri- 
State site is $740,000 and the Wolf Road 
site is $395,000. Improvement costs in- 
clude road widening, intersection im- 
provements and entrance and exit con- 
struction from the access roads to the 
campus. The 23 sites on the original site 
consideration list used when the site 
search began almost three years ago 
are:

long time, but tiow researchers are 
saying that garlic may be the new 
DDT. 


Evidence introduced by S. V. Amonkar 


and A. Banerji of the Bhabha Atomic Re- 
search Center in Bombay, India, in- 
dicates that garlic may provide a deadly 
diet for mosquitoes, houseflies and cer- 
tain other major insect pests while pos- 
ing none of the hazards of DDT. 


The two researchers reported that they 


had isolated, identified and duplicated 
synthetically ingredients within garlic oil 
responsible for its power to kill the above 
as welt as aphids, cabbage caterpillars, 
Colorado beetle larvae, potato moth and 
several other insects. This paves the way 
for mass production of the nontoxic bug 
killer. 


For years, I've been using garlic Juice

Loop. I waited several weeks for its "im- 
minent" arrival at Fischer, finally gave 
up and ordered it from Lyon-Healy, 
Evanston. 


I called this store periodically for six 


weekss— sorry, it's still not in ... at the 
end of August, I called Lyon-Healy in 
Chicago in desperation, and was told the 
order had arrived there and been sent to 
Evanston. I called the Evanston store 
and was told they didn't have it. Both 
stores insisted on their versions, blaming 
each other. I said 1 didn't care whose 
"fault" it was: I just wanted the book. 
(All this time my craving to get on with 
my organ lessons was beung frustrated 
beyond endurance.) 


THERE ALREADY had been a 5-day 


lapse from when the Chicago store had 
allegedly sent the order to Evanston, but 
I allowed a few more days, and called 
Evanston again. This time I was told the 
store was closed because they were mov- 
ing, and was further informed that the 
order had arrived but I wouldn't be able 
to get it for at least another week, when 
the store would reopen. 


At this writing, I still don't have the 


music, I have spent (wasted) three 
months trying to get it, (Fischer still 
doesn't have it, either) and I am wonder- 
ing what in the world music students or 
professional musicians do here. One 
could easily blow an entire school term 
or performance season just trying to ob- 
tain one's tools in this vast, retail music 
wasteland.

who'was eligible for the loans and how to 
apply for them. 


"Anyone who has suffered a loss or 


damage to property is eligible for the 
loans regardless of income or economic 
level," Freeman Christiansen, of the re- 
gional SBA office, said. 


He said the assistance is available to 


homeowners, 
including mobile 
home 


owners, churches and nonprofit organiza- 
tions as well as businessmen. 


Both Cook and DuPage counties were 


declared a disaster area last week by the 
SBA, 
qualifying persons who suffered 


losses from flooding for low-interest, 
long-term loans to restore or replace 
damaged property not covered by insur- 
ance. 


"The SBA loans are not like insurance, 


in that insurance pays only enough to re- 
place property in like condition before it 
was damaged," Christiansen said. "With 
the SBA loan, a person can get the 
amount of money required to replace the 
damaged property if it can't be repair- 
ed." 


Christiansen warned that upgrading 


property was not allowed, and the loan 
must be used to repair only flood dam- 
age. 


"DON'T LET ANY contractor sell you 


anything that will improve your prop- 
erty," he told the residents. "All we're 
allowed to do is put your house or busi- 
ness back to its condition before the 
flood." 


A homeowner may be eligible for loans 


up to $50,000 for damage to real estate 
and $10,000 to repair or replace house- 
hold goods and personal property. How- 
ever the total amount loaned to cover 
both real estate and personal property 
losses may not exceed $55,000. 


Disaster business loans may be as 
much as $500,000. The interest rate for 
the loans is 1 per cent over 30 years/ 


Christiansen said small businesses also 


can make claims to the SBA for econom- 
ic injury and loss of business because of 
the flooding. 


It is important to show proof of dam- 


age, Christensen said. He said this could 
be done with estimates for repair or re- 
placement by reputable contractors, old 
bills or pictures of damage. 


Bills or invoices for repairing or re- 


placing property should be kept as proof 
of purchase. 


Christiansen said loans must be used 


for the specific purpose for which they 
are intended. For example, a $400 loan 
for a home freezer must be used for a 
freersr. He added that persons could be 
tried in civil court and fined IVz times 
the amount of the loan for using the loan 
for a purpose other than what was in- 
tended. 


He added that if after all the bills were 


paid, the loss was overestimated, the 
borrower was obligated to return the rest 
of the money to the government. 


The SBA loans also have a blanket 


"forgiveness" of $5,000, which means the 
first $5,000 is a grant and will not have to 
be repaid. 


An SBA disaster office has been set up 


at the Addison Village Hall, 130 W. Army 
Trail Rd., to answer residents' questions 
or to help fill out loan applications. The 
telephone number is 543-4100. Businesses 
and individuals have one year after the 
disaster to apply for assistance. 


The SBA has held other meetings on 


disaster relief this week in Arlington 
Heights, Des Plaines and Rolling Mead- 
ows.

ILLINOIS WATERFOWL hunters will 


enjoy a special teal season again this 
year that will give early fall gunners a 
chance at the early migrating ducks. 


The teal has traditionally escaped the 


annual shotgun barrages of October and 
November by the mere ploy of migrating 
in September. So a special nine day sea- 
son in advance of the regular duck sea- 
son gives hunters some blue sky weather 
in which to test both their shooting eye 
and their duck blind camouflage. 


The special season is for blue-winged, 


green-winged and cinnamon teal. It 
opens Sept. 15 and runs through Sept. 23 
with shooting hours from 7 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
Central Daylight Time. Daily limit is 
four birds, possession eight after the first 
day. All hunters will need a regular Illi- 
nois hunting license and hunters over 16 
years of age will need a Federal Water- 
fowl Hunting Stamp. 


The regular migratory waterfowl sea- 


son opens Oct. 28 this year and runs 
through Dec. 16 for ducks, through Jan. 5 
for geese. Legal shooting hours during 
the regular season will be sunrise to sun- 
set, local time ... that is, the Illinois 
Standard Shooting Timetable will not be 
u s e d (o determine shooting hours 
throughout the state. Hunters may check 
timetables in their area to find out what 
"legal" sunrise and sunset times are. 


Illinoid hunters will once again deter- 


mine duck bag limits by the point sys- 
tem. 


A hunter may shoot ducks until the last 


duck shot reaches or exceeds 100 points. 
Point values for birds are: mallard hens, 
black ducks, wood ducks and hooded 
mergansers, 90 points each; mallard 
drakes, pintail hens and ringnecked 
ducks, 20 points each; all other species 
10 points each. The possession limit for 
ducks, then, will be the maximum num- 
ber of birds which could have legally 
been taken in two days of hunting. 


There is no point value for coots, the 


bag limit being 15 per day. Coot season 
runs concurrent with the duck season. 


And this year it will be unlawful for 


hunters to take canvasback or redhead 
ducks. 


In past years cans and reds have had 


restrictive point values to discnurage 
hunters from taking then, but the bird 
population has not responded to this type 
of management. The U. S. Bureau of 
Sport Fisheries and Wildlife, therefore, 
has simply decided not to allow hunting 
of redheads and canvasbacks at all. 


The bag limit for geese, whose season 


extends into 1973, is five per day, of 
which only two can be Canada geese or 
white-fronted geese, or one of each. The 
other three geese in a limit must be blue 
or snow geese. 


In the Little Egypt goose area of Alex- 


ander, Jackson, Union and Williamson 
counties, the season will open November 
20 and close when a quota of 24,000 geese 
Is'reached, or January 5, whichever 
comes first. 


The Wisconsin 1972 duck season opens 


at noon Saturday Oct. 7 (that's more like 
It), and runs through Nov. 25 with a daily 
bag limit of four ducks. Bag restrictions 
include no more than two wood ducks 
and one hooded merganser. (The closed 
season on redheads and canvasbacks, by 
the way, is nationwide.) 


Wisconsin limits also include additional 


mallard breeding protection by restric- 
ting bags to only one hen mallard the 
opening weekend. 


The Wisconsin goose season runs con- 


current with the duck season except in 
the Horicon where it extends to Dec. 15. 
Daily bag limit is five with only one Can- 
ada goose permitted. The special Hori- 
con Canada goose season is Oct. 12 
through Oct. 29 with a season bag limit 
of one Canada per hunter. Special appli- 
cations for this area are necessary. 


Wisconsin's general small game hunt- 


ing season begins Sept. 30 for ruffed 
grouse, sharp-tailed grouse, squirrel, 
raccoon, and rabbits. Woodcocks become 
lefalSept. 16 and pheasants October 28.

partment: Contrary to popular assump- 
tions, there are four species of poisonous 
snakes native to Illinois, snakes usually 
associated with life in the western 
deserts and mountains, or southern 
swamps. The four, the state's only poi- 
sonous reptiles, are the Massasauga or 
"swamp rattlesnake," the copperhead, 
the cottonmouth water moccasin and the 
timber rattler. 


The copperhead, 
which carries a 


strong smell of cucumbers by the way, is 
found only in the southern part of the 
state, particularly in the area south of 
Benton and in a fairly wide "collar" 
around metro St. Louis. He likes dilapi- 
dated buildings, rocky areas and aban- 
doned sawmills, and he's active day and 
night. 


The Massasauga is the banty rooster of 


the group. Though he's only about 22 
inches long, he thinks he's a giant. He's 
quick to strike and he hasn't read the 
camper manual that insists he must 
"rattle" first. His venom is milder than 
his disposition, however,- and his bite is 
not usually serious. .He's found every- 
where in Illinois except the southernmost 
tip of the state. 


His country cousin, crotalus horridus, 


the timber rattler is a bad one, though. 
He will run 36 to 42 inches long and his 
bite is always serious and sometimes fat- 
al if not attended to. He has a lousy dis- 
position and he absolutely refuses to re- 
treat in the face of danger. He prelers 
upland forests, rocky bluffs, brush piles, 
abandoned buildings and even cultivated 
fields of most of the state's lower third, 
as well as northward along the Mis- 
sissippi and Illinois rivers. 


The cottonmouth is easily the most foul 


tempered of the quartet. He likes the 
swamps and sloughs south of Salem and 
in two northern patches from Quincy to 
Grafton on the west side of the state and 
between Edgar and Lawrence counties 
on the east. He moves from the water to 
rocky bluffs in autumn. 


The best defense for hikers and hunt- 


ers, of course, is first, an awareness of 
the snakes' existence; second a good pair 
of high top boots; and third, a snake bite 
kit that ,you can buy at any Boy Scout 
supply center.

The 
money wDl be paid directly to the univer- 
sity or college the recipient plans to at- 
tend, to help defray tuition or other col- 
lege expenses. 


The first student to receive the scholar- 


ship grant is Russell Anderson, a mem- 
ber of the 1972 graduating class, and the 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Russell L. Anderson, 
7450 Seward Ave., Niles. He will be at- 
tending Northern Illinois Univeisity at 
DeKalb this fall.

C. Marzulo 


Achievement Award has been awarded 
annually to the eligible Maine East ath- 
lete who in the judgment of a Selection 
Committee comprised of the school prin- 
cipal, athletic director, and dean of stu- 
dents has "attained the highest degree of 
academic and athletic accomplishments 
in relation to his natural capabilities; 
displayed seriousness of purpose and 
high moral character, and earned the 
sincere respect of his teammates and fel- 
low students." 


An award plaque has been given to 


each recipient, and his name has been 
added to the permanent Achievement 
Award plaque on display at Maine East. 
Henceforth, each Achievement Award 
recipient will also receive the Sam C. 
Marzulo Scholarship Grant, to be used at 
the college of his choice. 


Before he retired in 1964, Marzulo had 


an impressive 38-year career at Maine 
East as athletic director, teacher and 
coach in the physical education depart- 
ment. He was especially noted for bring- 
ing out the best in his pupils and helping 
to develop traits of good sportsmanship, 
character, and citizenship in the students 
under him. The physical education pro- 
gram developed by him ranked high 
among all the schools in the area. 


Marzulo was nationally known for his 


excellence as a swimming and track 
coach, with his Maine East teams win- 
ning many national and state champion- 
ships in both sports. The Achievement 
Award bearing his name was established 
at the time of his retirement, to perpetu- 
ate his memory and to encourage in 
young men of the Maine high schools 
those qualities which he sought to instill 
in their predecessors during his many 
years of service to the school district and 
the community. 


In 1969 the Board of Education of 


Maine Township High School District 207 
expressed its appreciation to Marzulo for 
his many years of fine service by dedi- 
cating Maine East's new swimming facil- 
ity the "Sam C. Marzulo Natatorium."

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Trailer Park Hearing Is Tomorrow 


A public hearing on the proposed ex- 


pansion of the Oasis Mobile Home Park 
on Elmhurst Road in unincorporated Elk 
Grove Township is scheduled for 3 p.m. 
tomorrow at the Elk Grove Village Hall, 
901 Wellington Ave. 


Oscar Brotman, owner of the trailer 


park and the neighboring Oasis Drive-In 
Theater, is seeking to expand the trailer 
park to property now occupied by the 
drive-in theater. The land must be re- 
zoned for the expansion. 


Brotman said the 20-acre site of the 


theater would provide space for about 
170 trailers-in addition to the 370 trailers 
now in the court. 


A request for a public rezoning hearing 


had been submitted to the Cook County 
Zoning Board of Appeals by Brotman in 
June. At that time a hearing was sched- 
uled in September in.Elk Grove Town- 
ship, but Brotman said a delay, in holding 
the hearing until fall would seriously 
hurt his development plans.

However the zoning board of appeals 


did not hold hearings in July, and the 
August calendar was filled, so the Oasis 
hearing was scheduled in, September. 


Brotman has said he wanted to expand 


the trailer park onto the theater property 
because real estate taxes were so high 
and a trailer park would be a more 
profitable use of the land. "I pay more 
than $80,000 a year in property taxes for 
the Oasis Drive-In, and it is just no long- 
er economically feasible to operate a 
theater on that property," he said. 


The board of appeals earlier had re- 


fused to hear the case on the grounds it 
was not in the board's jurisdiction. At 
that time the board felt that since Brot- 
man obtained permission for the trailer 
park and theater through the courts 
which overturned decisions of the zoning 
board of appeals, the jurisdiction was 
still with the courts. 


However after a review of the case, 


the zoning board of appeals decided to 
schedule a public hearing to get all sides 
of the story. 


Brotman said if the board of appeals 


denied the rezoning request, he could 
then appeal the decision to the courts.

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Antique Auto Buff A Winner 


by DAVE MAHSMAN ' 


What's round and made from soy- 


beans? 


No, not a (ake hamburger. 
It's the steering wheel of Bob Hansel- 


man's 1929 Ford Model A Oval-window 
Business Coupe. 


Henry Ford was not a man to waste 


anything. Besides joining with George 
Washington Carver to make gearshift 
knobs and steering wheels from soybeans 
which were used in Fords well into the 
1930s, floorboards of the cars were made 
from the crates used to ship engines 
from one Ford plant to another. That's 
what Hanselman says, anyway. And he 
ought to know. 


IEFORE TEMPERATURE gauges were 
placed on the dash board, motorists 
had to watch the thermometer on the 
radiator cap. If mercury reached the 
circle, the engine was overheating. 


Hanselman, who lives at 702 N. Vail 


Ave., Arlington Heights, is an antique 
auto buff. You know, one of those guys 
who spends all his spare time in the ga- 
rage pounding, scraping and painting 
what was at-one time considered a candi- 
date for the junk yard. 


IT ALL STARTED when Hanselman 


was only 15 years old, not even old 
enough to drive the 1931 Model A Deluxe 
Tudor he bought for $33. He said he had 
to hide the car for a year in his grand- 
mother's garage before he could let his 
parents know about his purchase. 


The car was finished in 1960, but Han- 


selman drove it only two years before 
tearing it down again. He said he has put 
some'$2,000 into the car since he got it. 
And until four years ago, it was the only 
car he drove. The only shows he entered 
wer'e strictly local. 


Hanselman's big project started when 


he found the Oval-window Business 
Coupe in a barn near Boone, Iowa, in the 
mid '60s. At the time, the car was only 
the shell of a body and frame. He 
brought the car home in 1966. But Han- 
selman was drafted shortly after finish- 
ing school, so the car sat around for an- 
other two years. 


It wasn't until last winter that Hansel- 


man and some friends began to work on 
the car in sub-zero weather. He had 
spent five years searching throughout 
the country for new original parts, most- 
ly found gathering dust in Ford dealers' 
garages. File cabinets are filled with ma- 
terial he gathered on the car. 


HANSELMAN EXPLAINED the rea- 


son for his great pains. Only 96 of the 
cars were made with oval windows in the 
rear, and his is one of only six known in 
existence today. And for a car to be en- 
tered in shows, it must be restored to the 
same condition and specifications as 
when it rolled off the assembly line. 


When Hanselman unfolds the story of 


the building of this car almost from 
scratch — he still hasn't been able to get 
license plates because he didn't get a 
title with the shell he bought in Iowa —. 
and flips through the photo album which 
illustrates the story, his eyes shine. Even 
his large handlebar mustache seems to 
smile. And he can't talk fast enough. 


The car wasn't finished until just hours 


before Hanselman was to show it in na- 
tional competition in Green Bay, Wis., 
this spring. He gathered other en- 
thusiasts there to help him finish the pol- 
ishing and other details. And when judg- 
ing was completed, Hanselman's car was 
awarded the title "Best in the Nation" 
by the Model A Restoration Club. The 
car's radiator bears a small oval reading 
"MARC of Excellence" to prove it. 


"Now you know why people get all ex- 


cited at these shows when somebody 
touches their cars," Hanselman said 
very seriously. "I don't even want to 
know how much I spent on this one. I 
threw all. the bills into a box, and maybe 
some day 30 years from now when I 


don't have anything to do, I'll try to fig- 
ure it out." 


BESIDES THE money involved, all of 


Hanselman's spare hours were taken in 
advance. He said one necessary item in 
his hobby is a wife who is just as enthu- 
siastic. Hanselman's is. 


All the trouble has paid off. Besides 


the award at Green Bay, Hanselman's 
car has taken four first prizes and two 
best of show awards in the six com- 
petitions he has entered, including a first 
in his class at the Illinois State Fair. The 
next hurdle comes in October when Han- 
selman will go to Hershey, Pa., in an 
attempt to acquire the coveted senior na- 
tional award. 


"Hershey is the top," Hanselman said, 


adding that if he takes that award he will 
retire the car from further competition. 


"Why try and hog all the stuff 


(awards)?" he asked. He said that he 
will keep the car and drive it when he 
takes it out of competition. 


"I WANT TO HAVE some fun with the 


car." 


But will that mark the end of Hansel- 


man's auto restoration hobby? Not on 
your life. 


Sitting in his garage right this moment 


is a 1928 Model A Phaeton .(touring car) 
that was recently brought over from Nor- 
way, where it was imported in the 1930s. 
The car is one of the first 10 Model As 
ever made by Ford. 


"I'm going to start that one this, win- 


ter. It will probably take two years to 
finish. There's no rushing this one."
